Richmond, Va., August 31.—A special 
from Hot Springs, Bath county, this 
state, says that William A. Dudley, an 


overseer, was assaulted and perhaps fa-. 


tally wounded by a negro named Allen 
Franklin today. The assailant fled after 
his crime and when a party started after 
him over the mountains, the negroes in 
town, armed themselves and started after 
the fugitive’s pursuers. 

So threatening was the conduct of the 
colored people that it was necessary to 
organize a sheriff’s posse to follow in the 
wake of the riotous negroes, At one time 
it looked as if a serious race confiict were 
imminent, but later in the day the negro 
band was halted, arrested and disarmed. 

The fugitive is still at large and no more 
trouble is apprehended. Precautions are 
being taken against lynching in the event 
of the fugitive’s arrest. 


UNCLE SAM'S BIG LEDGER. 


It Shows Receipts and Expenditures 
fo rAugust,. 

Washington, August 31.—The compara- 
tive statement of the government receipts 
and expenditurés during the month of 
August shows the ‘total receipts from all 
sources to have been $45,394,125 and the ex-

There Are 783,826 Children of 


School Age, 450 Foreign Born. 
Colored Persons of School 
Age 34.6 Per Cent 
of Whole. 


Washington, August 31.—The census bu- 
reau today issued a bulletin giving the 
number of persons of school, militia and 
voting ages in North Carolina for the 
census year 1900. 

In North Carolina persons of school 
age are practically all of native birth, 
the foreign born element of this class 
constituting only one-tenth of 1 per cent 
of the whole number fn the state. 


34.9 per cent of the whole number of 
persons of school age and comprise chief- 
ly persons of negro descent. In North 
Carolina males of militia age are practf- 
cally all of native birth. Males of voting 
age, are substantially all of native birth, 
only . six-tenths of 1 per cent of the 
whole number being of foreign birth. 
Among the males of voting age, as a 
whole, there is a considerable proportion 
of -illiterates, the percentage being 29.4: 
This somewhat large percentage is due 
principally to the presence among mgles 
of voting age of a large number of il- 
literate persons of negro descent. 

The figures are as follows: Children of 
schoo] age, 758,826, of whom 450 are for- 
eign born; 263,044 colored; 377,611 males 
and 376,215 females. Males of militia age, 
326,202, of whonr 1,347 are foreign born and 
997626 colored. Males of voting age, 417,- 
578, of whom 2,530 are foreign born and 
128,315 colored.

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ARMS ARE POOR, LEADERS FEW

It Is Believed Future Hostilities Will 
Be in the Nature of Guerrilla 
Warfare. 


Colon, Colombla, August 31, (via Gal- 
veston, Tex.)—Qulet prevails on the isth- 
mus. The recentsliberal concentration in 
this vicinit® seems to have disappeared. 
Whatever their numbers, the liberals are 
poorly armed and without leaders, lack 
organization for concerted action, and 
hence can avail themselves of no oppor- 
tunities to damage the government. 

Endless rumors are afloat, but the coa- 
census of the best informed conservative 
opinion discredits serious hostilities or 
anything more than a continuation of the 
liberais’ guérrilla system of engagements 
with the government's forces. The liber- 
als are anxious to get a seaport, and 
hence their recent approach to Bocas del] 
Toro, west of here. The government is 
not bringing reinforcements to the isth- 
mus. There are abut 400 men at Colon 
and at Panama 1,000 men are available 
if needed, 

The general situation in Colombia Ig 
divisible under three heads—the isthmus 
revolutions, the progress made. through- 
out the rest of the country and the situ- 
ation on the Venezuelan and Ecuadorean 
frontiers. The revolution is progressing in 
the rest of the country with varying suc- 
cess. The liberals hold various towns and 
districts, and decline to meet the govern- 
ment punitive expeditions, withdrawing 
upon their approach and returning after 
their departure to engage’in other and 
similar tactics with occasional small en- 
gagements. 

Various indications lead to the belief 
that there will be actual warfare between 
Colombia and Venezuela. The political 
revolutionists of both eountries in past 
years have time and time again jumped 
across the frontier when pressed, from 
one side or the other, and have contin- 
ually used, as the necessity arose, one or 
the other country as a place of refuge 
in preparing expeditions against the es- 
tablished authority of the other coun- 
try. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
frontier offers indefinite protection to 
Colombians and Venezuelans of both par- 
ties. It has been the favorite fleld cf 
operations for the revolutionists of both 
countries, and those conditions have ex- 
isted on the frontier whenever either Co- 
lombia or Venezuela has had a revolu- 
tion on hand. Hence numberless stories 
emanate from the frontier. 

It is said here that Colombia has ten 
thousand men on the Ecuadorean fron- 
tier. 


BOERS FIRE BRITISH TRAINS.

Assistant General Superintendent 
Downs and Son Killed—Thirty- 
three Scandinavian Labor- 
ers Are Hurled Into 

a Eternity. 


Kalispell, Mont., August 8$1.—Thirty-six. 
lives were lost and thirteen persons in-. 


jured in the wreck on the Great North- 
ern railway passenger train No. 3, at 
Nyack, 30 miles west of Kalispell? last 
night. 

None of the passengers were injured, 
the fatalities having been confined to em- 
ployees of the railroad company. 

The dead: 

P. T. DOWNS, assistant general super- 
intendent of the Great Northern lines 
west of Minot, North Dakota. 

K. T. DOWNS, his son. 

HENRY BLAIR, cook aboard the pri- 
vate car of Mr. Downs. 

Thirty-three Scandinavian 
mames unknown. 

The injured: 

Thirteen Scandinavian laborers, names 
unknown. 

Reports indicate that the wreck on the 
Great Northern was the worst in the 
road’s history and one of the most san- 
guinary in the annals:of American rail- 
roading. : 

Three of the injured will die and the 
others are in a serious condition. By 
heroic efforts fifteen of the bodies were 
taken from the wrecked cars. All the 
other victims were cremated, including 
Superintendent P. L. Downs and his son, 
T. K. Downs. 

How the Wreck Occurred 

There is a severe grade near the scene 
of the.wreck. Two engines had taken a 
train of twenty-eight freight cars up this 
grade and drawn off to take water. While 
doing this all the twenty-eight cars 
started down the grade. The runaway 
train dashed down the grade at frightful 
epeed and crashed into the rear of a 
westbound passenger train, No. 3, near 
the siding at Nyack. 

Superintendent Downs’ private car was 
attached to the passenger train and next 
to it was a day coach filled with railroad 
laborers from Duluth. As the runaway 
train sped. by the switch ft struck. a ca- 
boose and day coach on the siding. wreck- 
ing them. 

Fire immediately started from the ofl 
lamps in th® caboose. The point where 
the wild train crashed into the passen- 
ger was several hundred feet away, and 
it was two and a half hours before the 
flames reached the matin wreck. Mean- 
while frantic efforts were made to take 
Sut the dead and injured. The wreck was 
piled high and wedged into almost hope- 
less confusion, and in spite of super- 
human efforts the flames burst through 
the wrecked cars before the work was 
completed. 

J. H. Blair, colored cook in Mr. Downs’ 
car, was taken out alive, but died in a 
few minutes. It was impossible to get 
at the bodies of Surerftntendent Downs 
and his son. 

‘The runaway 


laborers, 


lightning sneed, rounding’ the most se- 
- vere curves at a speed / upward of. 70 
miles an hour, where regular trains bare- 
lv crawled along. With a roar it burst 
around the .curve, jumped a split switch 
which would have turned it to the side 
track and crashed into the passenger. 
There was neither time nor opportunity 
for escape: Mr. Downs’ car and that 
of the laborers were smashed into kind- 
ling wood, the occupants of the private 
car meeting instant death. The wreck- 
age and the shingles and lumber of the 
freight burned like tinder. 

The train crew was forced back from 
its work of rescue by the flameg. One 
man penetrated as far as the private car, 
where he saw the bodies of Mr. Downs 
and his son, and from whence he dragged 
the body of the cook. In the laborers’ car 
many of the forty-six occupants were so 
pinned that they could not be reached, 
and burned before the eves of the spec- 
tators. The fire was so fierce that the 
rear sleeper could not be saved, though it 
had not left the track. Its occupants 
were hurried into the forward cars, which 
were hauled ahead out of reach of the

fire. The flames extended to thp brush 
alongside the track and burned the tele- 
graph poles. 

A wire broke, and this, followed by a 
storm, greatly retarded telegraphic news 
of the wreck. The first message sent went 
to Kalispell, whence the wrecker and all 
doctors tn.that town were ordered to 
the scene. The injured were given every 
attention, and as soon as possible the 
train, with its burden of dead, dying 
and injured was taken to Kalispell. 

Downs Was Popular. 

Colonel Downs was one of the most pop- 
ular railroad men ever stationed here. 
A native of Ireland and 54 years of age, 
he had spent thirty-three years in rail- 
road service. Tomorrow he was to have 
assumed the duties of vice president of 
the Spokane Falls and Kootenai Valley 
road, at the personal request of J. J. 
Hill. He leaves a widow. now visiting 
in Bakersfield, Vt., gpd one daughter, 
Mrs. Rupert Blue, of San Francisco. 

Mr. Downs and his son left Monday in 
the private car with his guests, Lieuten- 
ant Victor Blue, an American naval of- 
ficer, and wife. They accompanied their 
guests as far east as Minot, N. Dak., 
and were returnine home when the wreck 
occurred. Kirk Downs was about. 21 
years old and was employed as secretary 
to his father. 

Downs’ Body Recoveed. 


8t. Paul, Minn., August 31.—Advices re- 
ceived at the Great Northern headquar- 
ters in this city, place the total num- 
ber of dead as the result of the wreck at 
Essex. Mont., at thirty-six. The num- 
ber injured was thirteen and at least 


three are fatally hurt. 

The remains of the dead gecovered, to- 
gether with the injured, were taken t@ 
Kalispell and the latter are in the hos- 
pitals at-that place receiving: medical at- 
tention. The body of Superintendent P. 
T. Downs was recovered late today. It 
was so badly charred that identifica- 
tion was only possible through articles 
found near the body. The ‘body of his 
s0n is as yet unrecovered and it is fear- 
ed that it was completely incinerated. 

No list of the dead, other than that al- 
ready given, has been received. The 
others killed were Scandinavian laborers, 
and it is impossible to identify them ow- 
ing to the condition in which their bodies 
were found. 


EIGHT MORE BODIES FOUND. 


Five Victims of Steamboat Disaster 
Identified. 


Philadelphia, August 31.—The list of 
dead as the result of the explosion of a 
boiler on the steamboat City of Trenton, 
in the Delaware river last Wednesday, 
has now reached twenty-one. Sixteen 
bodies have been identified and five still 
await identification at the morgue. 

Eight bodies were recovered today in 
the vicinity of the disaster. -Nine per- 
sons are missing and the five unidentified 
are probably among this number. The 
bodies identified were:

INVESTIGATION IS ORDERED 


Bodies Exhumed and Submitted to 
Medical Examination—Organs 
of Two Bodies Will Undergo 
Chemical Analysis 
for Poison. 


Boston, August 31.—A special from Ca- 
taumet to The Herad says: 

“It is rather unusual for four persons in 
one family to meet death within a pe- 
riod of one month. Yet this occurred in 
the case of Mr. and Mrs. Alden P. Davis 
and their two daughters, Mrs. Irving» 
Gibbs and Mrs. Harry Gordon, the latter 
of Chicago, the deaths taking place only 
a few weeks ago. 

“Some one started a rumor that these 
persons, or at least two of them, did not 
digfrom natural causes. Finally the dis- 
trict attorney ordered an investigation 
and Joseph Whitney, of the state police 
force, was instructed to conduct an au- 
topsy on the bodies yesterday, and an 
autopsy was held in’-the presence of 
Medical Examiner Faunce, State Detec- 
tive Whitney, Professor Whitney and 
Professor Wood, of Harvard college. 

“While Professor Wood had undoubted- 
ly been requested by Paul Gibbs to at- 
tend the autopsy, he was also present as 
an expert employed by the state, and 
to his custody were intrusted the organs 
of the two bodies for chemical analysis. 
This, in the minds of many, shows that 
the authorities are looking for poison. 
The fact that the Jacin house, which was 
the home of the Davis family, was set 
on fire five times during the interval be- 
tween the death of Mrs. Davis and her 
younger daughter is considered as hay- 
ing an important bearing on the case. 

“Whether the bodies of Mr. and Mrs. 
Davis are to be exhumed depends on the 
result of the autopsy held yesterday. The 
result. of the autopsy held will not be 
known for several days.”

Denver, Colo., August 31.—In district 
court today Judge Mallin ordered the 
grand jury to acquit H. H. Tammen, F.

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Say That Open Hearth Em- 
ployees of Duquesne Stee 
Works fave Struck 


DENIED BY MILL MEN 
WHO MAKE LIGHT OF 1 


Carnegie St321]l People Affirm Closing 
of This Department Was Usual 
Saturday Occurrence, and 
Work Will Be Resumed 
Tonight. 


Pittsburg, Pa., August 31.—The steel 
strikers are claiming-tonight the biggest 
victory since the fight began in the 
closing down of the open hearth depart- 
ment of the Duquesne steel works. The 
Amalgamated people claim that the open 
hearth men have struck and the entire 


plant will have to close down when the | 


men fail to return Sunday night for 


work. 

The Carnegie steel people make light 
of the matter and say the close down of 
the open hearth department today was 
merely the usual Saturday afternoon 
close, and maintain that the men will be 
on hand for work Sunday evening as 
heretofore and that no stoppage will re- 
sult. They claim the trouble at the plant 
Friday night has béen exaggerated very 
much; that instead arge number of 
men having quit work, only a few boys 
were escorted from the mill by policemen 
and the places of the ejected were filled 
at once. | 

Until tomorrow night it will not be 
known certainly which side is right in 
its contention—the Amalgamated people 
claiming to be able to tie up the plant 
and the steel company saying they will 
resume without any material inconve- 
nience. 

Burns and Schwab’s Conference, 

Aside from the Duquesne incident, the 
reported conference by long distance tele- 
phone between President Schwab, of the 
steel cerporation, and Simon _ Burns, 
president of the Window Glass Workers’ 
Association, was the only other happen- 
ing to cause comment. It seems that 
they communicated with each other by 
telephone, but what the subject or result 
was is not known. 

It is learned from another source that 
during the extended wire conversation 
Mr. Schwab told Mr. Burns that he would 
not consent to meet any representatives 
of the Amalgamated association until all 
the mills of the United States Steel Cor- 
poration, thrown idle by the order of 
President Shaffer, are put in operation 
again by the former employees of the 
corporation returning to their work. He 
told Mr. Burns, it is said, that the strik- 
ing members .of the Amalgamated as- 
sociation are no longer employees of the 
United States Steel Corporation. Hence, 
there is no reason why he should meet 
any representatfve of the association. 
But if they voluntarily reenter the em- 
ploy of the corporation, it is said, Mr. 
Schwab is willing to lhsten to any griev- 
ance they may desire to lay before him 
with reference to their work and wages. 
And it is further intimated that he will 
consent to allow these grievances to be 
submitted by the officers of their union. 

Mr. Burns called on President Shaffer 
this afternoon. He refused to state what 
passed at the conference, but he is hope- 
ful that President Schwab will accord 
him an interview to discuss the terms of 
strike settlement. The feature of the 
proposal which, it is said, impresses the 
presidént of the steel combine, is putting 
the men back to work at once and then 
adjusting any differences. 

Delegate Porter Talks. 

W. E. Porter, of McKees Rocks, who 
was a delegate to the recent convention 
of the Amalgamated association at Mil- 
waukee, says: 

“I note an article in The Labor World 
of this week stating that this strike is 
Shaffer’s strike. I wish it positively 
stated that every delegate at the Milwau- 
kee convention, including myself, knew 
that the strike would be called in case 
the steel combine failed to agree to the 
terms of the wage settlement 4&s laid 
down in the convention. You cannot 
make it too strong that the present strike 
had the indorsement of every delegate. 
President Shaffer cannot take up the 
refutation of the articie, but every dele- 
gate to the convention should and fs will- 
ing to do so.”’ 

The steel corporation today continued 
to add to its number of men at work on 
several of the plants that have resumed 
since the strike began, but the Amalga- 
mated people insist that the additions 
are of no value and that the strike situa- 
tion remains without change. 

* Neither side to the controversy expects 
much to develop until after Labor day, 
outside of the Duquesne probabilities. 
After Monday, however, it is probable 
decided and effective moves will be made 
by each. 

Interview Is Portentious. 

Pittsburg, Pa., August 31.—It is learned 
tonight from reliable authority in spite 
of the great secrecy maintained by 
Messrs. Burns and Shaffer concerning the 
telephone conversation between President 
Schwab and President Burns that some- 
thing decisive may result. 

It is said that President Schwab de- 
clined to have any conference with Presi- 
dent Shaffer on the ground that he no 
longer ‘represents any of the men em- 
ployed by the corporation. All union men 
have left the employ of :-the company. If 
these steel workers return to work at 
once and the mills resume operations in 
full, the whole-matter is said to assume 
a different aspect and a discussion be- 
tween .the officials of the. trust and the 
Amalgamated officials can take place. 

Immediately after this conversation Mr, 
Burns went to President Shaffer and 
urged him to call a meeting of the execu- 
tive board of the organization at once so 
that the men could be ordered to work «zt 
the earligst moment possible. It is under- 
stood that this order will be issued not 
later than Tuesday and would have been 
issued before then had it been possible 
to get. the executive committee of the or- 
ganization. together. 

President\Shaffer, while declining to dis- 
cuss the-matter, remained at his office 
until a late hour tonight and was much 
occupied. Appearances indicate’ that he 
was preparing for some important move, 
but nothing could be learned from him of 
the actual situation. ‘

TROLLEY RUN BY A LEARNER 


Great Excitement in Birmingham 
Over the Accident—Motcrman 
and Conductor Arrested and 
Put in Jail To Keep Mob 
from Them, 


Birmingham, Ala., August 31.—(Spectal.) 
A horrible accident took place this morn- 
ing about 10 o’clock on Twentieth street, 
at the corner of Third-avenue. A young 
mother. crossing the street with her baby 
boy clasped in her arms. was run down 
by an electric car which was moving at 
a high e of speed, and both were 
crushed to death in a few moments be- 
neath the wheels. The speed of the car 
was such that it passed entirely over the 
bodies of the woman and child and ran 
almost half a block before the motorman 
could stop it. The child, a youngster 
under 18 months of age, was killed in- 
stantly, but the mother lived a minute or 
two after the ear passed over her, though 
her body was horribly crushed. The ae- 
cident was witnessed bv a large number 


‘of persons and a thrill of horror swept 


over them at the awful sizht. Before the 
arrival of ambulances a big crowd of 
people gathered and intense excitement 
prevailed. A number of those in the 
crowd started out to look for the men 
who had charge of the car. and had thev 
been found at that time they would have 
been roughly dealt with. , 

The car was in charge of Conductor 
McGill and Motorman John Smith. The 
car was being run, however. at the time 
of the accident by a learner. Charles 
Courson. Officer Vandiver and Street 
Tax Collector A. A. Gambill took charge 
of Smith at once and hurried him to the 
city prison, where Judge Feagin erdered 
him to the county jail, telling him it 
would be a safer place for him until 
the excitement abated some. Courson 
gave himself up a little later and he. too. 
consented to remain at the jail until the 
excitement subsided. 

‘The bodies were taken to Gaudin & 
Loy'’s undertaking establishment. where 
several thousand people were admitted to 
see them. At first the identity of the 
dead woman and child could not be es- 
tablished, but later it. was ascertained 
that the woman was Mrs. Curley Norris 
and baby, the wife and child of Curley 
Norris, an employee of Randolph’s lum- 
Norris was hastily sent for, 


a faint. Dr. J. D. Gibson was sent for. 
and Norris is almost a raving maniac 
now. . 

Coroner Paris has issued subpenas for 
@ large number of witnesses and the 
jury will investigate Tuesday. There 
is much sentiment around the. city 
against the motorman who {is locked up 
in the county fail. 

Witnesses to the accident say the car 
which killed the woman and child was 
running at a high rate of speed. The 
woman did not. evidently, see the ap- 
proaching car and was in the middle of 
the track which she was crossing when 
she was struck. She was Knocked about 
five feet, falling upon the, track. The 
car then passed over her and the baby, 
rolling them over and over as it went. 

The Birmingham News this afternoon 
editorially denounces the accident as 
criminal and says that the motorman is 
guiltv of murder, and that punishment 
to befit the crime should promptly be 
meted out to him in the criminal court...

August 31.«-(Special.)—A 
peach craze of a most healthy character 
has struck this entire section of country, 
and thousands upon thousands of trees 
will be planted this fall. 

The growth of the industry has been 
little short of phenomenal, and it looks 
now as though in a few years a tier of 
counties composed, of Floyd, Chattooga, 
Bartow and Walker will be a veritable 
wilderness of peach orchards. 

The great demand for trees has cre- 
ated a famine, and it jis impossible for 
the nurseries to supply the demand. Or- 


ders aggregating hundreds of thousands. 


of Elbertas and Emmas have been -faken 
by sept which it will be impossible 
to fill. 

G. H. Miller & Son, the most exten- 
sive nurserymen in Georgia, received or- 
ders for 140,000 trees in one mail recently, 
but they are going to have trouble in fill- 
lrig orders. To meet this unprecedented 
demand Messrs. Miller have placed a 
quarter of a million dormant buds on the 

market, claiming that they make just as 
good trees. 

Along the line of the Western and At- 
lantic from Dalton to Cartersville hun- 
dreds of acres will be planted in Elbertas 
ami land is bringing big prices. Along 
the Chattanooga division of the Central 
the same conditions prevail, and many 
new men are preparing to enter the field 
in this country.

HOW FEES SHOULD BE DIVIDED. 


Difference of Opinion Between Coun- 
ty Officials. 

Athens, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)— 
There is quite a difference of opinion bhe- 
tween Ordinary S. B, Winefield: Sr., and 
Captain Jerry E. Ritch as to how the 
fees of: the office of ordinary of Marke 
county should be divided, and this dirt- 
ference, if not settled in a few days, may 
carry the matter into the courts. The 
trouble dates back to the election for 
ondinary last year. Captain Ritch an- 
nounced for ordinary. with Judge Wing- 
field as his deputy, It soon 
that Captain Ritch was ineligible on ac- 
count of not having resided in (Carke 
county Jong enough, and accordingly he 
withdrew. 
race and had Captain Ritch as his deputy. 

Judge Wingfield was’ elected and he 
went into the office January 1, Captain 
Ritch also going in at the same time as 
an assistant. 

Now on May 7, 1900, a written agreement 
was entered into between the two where- 
by they were to divide the emoluments ‘of 
the office equally in the event of the elec- 
tion going in their favor, and Captain 
Ritch as his part of the work was to do 
such clerical work as was required of 
him. 

Things: have not been going on smoothly 
of late between the two old gentlemen. 
They disagreed as to the division and 
each one believes himself thoroughly in 
the right. — 

Ordniary Wingfield says that after his 
élection he found that the same czuse 
that made Captain Ritch inéligible for 
the position of ordinary would not allow 
him jegally to make him his deputy and 
that he has never so regarded him, nor 
can he legally divide the fees with him. 
He says that he has paid him sums of 
money from time to time, but that he 
cannot do the clerical work of the office 
and that it has consequently fallen on 
his own shoulders. He says that a short 
time since, Captain Ritch insisted on in- 
specting the books of accounts and other 
things connected with the office and that 
he was obliged to tell him that it Was 
none of his business. He does not regard 
Captain Ritch as a deputy or in any way 
officially connected with the court of or- 
dinary. 

Now, Captain Ritch takes an entirely 
different view of the case. He is sitis- 
fied that his friends carried the election 
and shows the agreement as to a division 
of the fees. ie regards himself as Ondi- 
nary Winegfield’s deputy and will not get 
out of the office. He says he expects to 
gtay there. He says that he has offered 
to do clerical work and is satisfied that 
he can do it as well as Ordinary Wing- 
field, but the ordinary wil] not let him 
do this work. He‘insists that he has an 
equal interest in the fees of the office 
with the ordinary, but that he has re- 
ceived since January but a little over $1. 
The office pays about $700 per annum. He 
insists that he has the right to know of 
every check or piece of money that comes 
into the office, as half of it is his and that 
Ordinary Wingfield has no right to aeny 
him a statement as to the income of the 
office. And there it stands for the present, 
but it is not likely to stand there long, for 
both parties are on their mettle, and it 
wil] hardly be settled without litigation. 

Ordinary Wingfield has been a citizen 


of Clarke comnty for about fifteen years. . 


He came here from Wilkes county, Cap- 
tain Ritch was before and after the civil 
war a citizen of Athens, having at one 
time beemintendant of the town. Captain 
Ritch is Well upward of 70 years, while 
Ordinary Wingfield is his junior by sev- 
eral years,

Last Night. 


RELATIVES CAME TO RESCUE 


They Paid the Money to the Banks 
from Which the Boy Had Ob- 
ed It on the Forged 
Checks—How He De- - 
ceived Detectives. 


Macon, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)—D. J. 
O’Callaghan, of the Southern railway at 
Atlanta, arrived in Macon today to see 
his ll-year-old son, Wade W. O'’Cal- 
laghan, who passed the forged checks of 
$110 in Macon. Father and son met itn 
fhe office of the chief of police. Another 
son, D. E. O'Callaghan, about twenty 
years-old, and his brother in law came 
from Dublin this morning to see about 
O’Callaghan’s case. Yesterday Wade 
O'Callaghan stated that while he was in 
Dublin visiting his brother in law he 
buried $50 at the foot of a certain tree 
and if he was sent to Dublin he would get 
it. Accordingly he went to Dublin, !n 
company with Detective Jenkins, but 
O’Callaghan led him on a wild goose chase 
and theré proved to be no truth in the 
story of the burlfed money. 

It seems that the ruse of O’Callagwhan 
was to get to Dublin to see his brother 
in law fn the hope that he would get him 
out of trouble. Detective Jenkins and 
the boy returned ta Maeon this morning. 

Dp. J. O'Callaghan, D. E. O'Callaghan 
and Mr. Deale held a conference today 
with the Macon parties who cashed the 
forged checks, and on- account of the 
youthfulness of the bov they consénted 
not to presecute him, and the amouft of 
money they had paid out on the checks 


was refunded to them. The bov had pur- 


chased a hicycle from C. FHluhn fn Ma- 
con for $25 and Mr. Huhn refunded to 
the O’Callaghans $20 of this amount. As 
the wheel had been used several days and 
had been shinned to and from Savannah.

MINDER’S NEW LEASE OF LIFE. 


Justice White Grants a Writ of Er- 
ror to Supreme Court. 
Washington, August 31.—(Special.)—As- 
sociate Justice White, of the supreme 
court of the United States, has granted a 
writ of error to the supreme court of 
Georgia in the case of Isador Minder, of 
Macon. Minder was twice convicted in 
Georgia of the murder of Andrew Ma- 
hony, also of Macon. His attorney, John 
R. Cooper, of Macon, raised the point in 
the courts that his client was about to be 
deprived of his life without protection 
equal to that accorded citizens of other 
states in the unton. He asked that wit- 
nesses in’ other states, whom he said 
could testify, as to the insanity of his 
client, be called or at léast give a deposi- 

tion to that effect. ‘ 

Owing to the’ pecullar fact that on the 
statute books of Georgia there is no law 
by which a judge is empowered fo call a 
witness from other states, or secure a 
deposition, his request was refused. Mr. 
Cooper then resolved to appeal to the 
United States supreme court. That body 
is now in recess, but Cooper came 
here and endeavored to find one of the 
justices. He heard that Justice Harlan 
was in Canada and Justice White was at 
his summer home at Saugerties, N. Y. 
He first sent the papers presenting his 
point to Justice Harlan. That gentleman 
refused to take any action on account of 
being on British soil. 

In the transmission of the papers they 
were lost and Mr. Cooper was obliged to 
send to Macon for another copy. When 
they arrived he immediately set out to 
Saugerties, where he laid the case before 
Justice White. The latter upheld Cooper’s 
point and granted the writ of error. The 
papers are now being prepared and the 
execution scheduled for next Friday will 
not take place. 


‘NATHAN BLACKWELL IN COURT 


Bound Over for Assault with Intent 
To Murder His Wife. 

Macon, Ga., August 31.—(Special.)—Na- 
than Blackwell was arraigned in the re- 
corder’s court this morning on the charge 
of assault with intent to murder his 
wife and was bound over to the superior 
court in the sum of $500. The testimony 
of several witnesses was to the effect 
that his wife was walking on Walnut 
street with three negro women and a ne- 
gro man, when Blackwell stepped up and 
commenced shooting at his wife. Black- 
well: appeared in court with a scar be- 
tween the: eyes and both eyes blackened 
as the result of a hit given him with a 
brick by a negro hackman when Black- 
well was escaping after having shot his 
wife. Blackwell does not look like the 
desperate negro that he is.

ABOUT THE DELAY 


Florida State Printer Is Slow About 
Getting Out His Work. 


HAS MET MANY OBSTACLES 


Accidents to His Machinery the 
Main Cause of Delay—Tréas- 
urer ’ Whitfield Completes 
Transfer of Tax Sale 
Certificates. 


Tallahassee, Fla., August 31,—(Special.) 
~—Although the legislature of 1901 ad- 
journed sine die on May 31, the laws 
enacted during the session have not yet 
been received in printed form from the 
state printer. Most of the state officials 
at the capital, and especially the secre- 
tary of state, whose duty it is to dis- 
tribute the printed laws, are receiving 
numerous complaints from court offi- 
Clals, county officers, lawyers and other 
citizens, about the delay in getting the 
acts of 1901, and the consequent inability 
in all sections of the state to know what 
new laws and.amendments to old laws 
were made by the last legislature. 

The circuit courts {tn several of the 
circuits have opened fall terms, and the 
court officers, as well as those in other 
departments, are represented to he con- 
siderably embarrassed by reason of, the 
non-publication of the laws of 1901, all 
of which, by virtue of section 18 of ar- 
ticle 8 of the constitution, went into ef- 
fect sixty days after the adjournment of 
the legislature, unless otherwise specially 
provided in individual laws. 

The state printer, Mr. John C. Trice, 
is making every effort in his power to 
get the new laws bound and delivered at 
the earliest date,. and he hopes to have 
them off his hands in a couple of weeks. 
Mr. Trice has had to contend with the 
most annoying and unexpected obstacles 
in the shape of inexplicable injuries to 
his printing presses and engines and un- 
satisfactory motive power. It is certain 
that he greatly regrets the unusual de- 
lay in finishing the laws, and he Is 
working his force to the limit in the 
effort to get the job completed. 

Changed Place of Residence. 

Three months ago Hon. Frank Clark, 
chairman of the democratic state exequ- 
tive committee, left Florida to make his 
future home in Oklahoma territory. He 
announced very. positively in the press 
that he was leaving Florida for good, 
but for some unexplained reason he did 
not tender his resignation of the chair- 
manship of the party organization. Most 
of the party leaders, however, take the 
view that Mr. Clark's change Of ‘citizen- 
ship from Florida to Oklahoma constl- 
tutes a virtual, if not a formal, sur- 
render of the chairmanship and that the 
place is now vacant. 

There is a strange lack of interest as 
to who is to be placed at the head of 
the committee as Mr. Clark’s successor. 
None of the big men in the party seem 
to want the place, regarding it as a 
thankless task, imposing much _ hard 
work without appreciable compensation 
of any sort. It is said that there is no 
business in sight which will require a 
meeting of the state executive committee 
before next winter, Gr possibly next 
spring, and it is probable that the or- 
ganization will remain without a head 
until such meeting j#-héld and a chair- 
man ts elected. "Fheémames of Hon. W. 
A. Rawls, of Tallahassee, and State 
Chemist R. E..Rose, of Kissimmee, are 
mentioned for'’the place, but they have 
neither indicdted any desire to be se- 
lected. Mr. Rawls was stat@® chairman 
from 1896 to 1900, and it is generally 
agreed that no man has ever shown 
greater ability or fitness as executive 
head of the party organization than he 
did. He is a man of tireless energy, rich 
in resources and ‘may be termed a 
magna cum leude graduate from the 
school of tact and diplomacy. Yet it is 
very improbable that Mr. Rawls could be 
persuaded to accept the chairmanship 
again unless some unexpected emergency 
should arise. The suggestion that Mr. 
Rose be elected chairman does not seem 
to have taken very serious hold upon the 
party leaders. 

Transfer of Certificates. 

A great burden was lifted from the 
shoulders of State Treasurer Whitfield 
today when he completed the transfer 
of the several hundred thousand tax 
sale certificates to the circuit court clerKs 
for the respective counties in which the 
lands covered by the certificates He. A& 
was explained in detail in last Monday’s 
Constitution, these transfers were dli- 
rected by gn act of the legislature of 
1991. In order to properly transfer all 
of the certificates by September 1, as re- 
quired by the act, the treasurer and the 
clerks in his office, as well as all the 
clerks he could borrow temporarily from 
other departments, have had to hustle 
as they never hustled before. Treasurer 
Whitfield has given his close personal at- 
tention to every detail of this enormous 
task, and is receiving hearty congratula- 
tions from his friends and colleagues in 
the state house upon the careful and very 
business-like way in which this important 
work has been done. The clerks of all 
the counties, or their accredited deputies, 
have been her this week to receive .~..¢ 
certificates belongine in their counties, 
and their presence has given the capitol 
building an appearance of activity sel- 
dom seen except during legislative ses- 
sions. c 


RAINS HURT PUTNAM’S CROPS. 


Besides Too Much Moisthre, Numer- 
ous Pests Damage. Cotton. 

Eatonton, -Ga., August 31.—(Special.)— 
Reports from every portion of the county 
tell of much damage to the growing cot- 
ton on account of excessive rains. Va- 
rious pests are reported as preying upon 
the plants with more or less serious re- 
sults. Among them can be mentioned 
rust, rot, boll worms and the disease just 
named by the state entomological de- 
partment, anthracnose. At present there 
seems to be but little tendency on the 
part of the rains to hold up, and, if they 
should continue many days longer, there 
is no telling to what extent the crop wil 
be damaged. 

The recently discovered pest, anthrac- 
nose, is something absolutely new to the 
average citizen and is looked upon with 
suspicion and closely watched. Fortu- 
nately it is not very widespread in this 
county, 
to be suffering considerably. 

However, if the rains should cease and 
the disease should be checked, and the 
fall be favorable, a good crop of cotton 
will be made in this county. 

The corn crop is almost a fallure, and 
a liberal seeding to oats this fall will 
be in order. The pea crop will likely be 
large, as the seagons have been propitious 
for the plant. ‘The hay crop, too, will be 
abundant.

Momtague, Demooarat, Considered 


Most Profound Orator in the 
State—J. Hamilton Hoge, 
Republican, Is Also a 
Good Talker, 


Richmond, Va., August 31.—(Special.)— 
The gubernatorial campaign in Virginia 
this fall promises to border on the spec- 
tacular, so far, at least, as the republi- 
can side of it is concerned. The nominee 
of that party for governor—Colorel J. 
Hampton Hoge—is essentially a typical 
grand stand performer. His great fort 
lies in his ability as a dashing cam- 
paigner before the footlights, over which 
he shoots meteoric bursts of eloquence 
at the gallery gods, with a wonderful 
amount of tact and ingenuity. If there is 
one republican speaker in Virginia who 
knows better than the rest how io frame 
his public utterances so as to vatch the 
unWary that man is probably J. Hampton 
Hoge, of the county of Montgomery. 

The brave and splendid nominee.of the 
democratic party—Mr. Andrew Jackson 
Montague—who certainly, when vge is 
considered, is the most profo'ind crator 
in the state, might rivet and rold spell- 
bound listening thousands while he dis- 
eussed the things that relate to the ma- 
terial advancement ani prosperity cf all 
the people; and yet, Hampton Hcge, by 
resorting to sharp tactics and ridicvlous 
story telling—for both of which he is 
widely famous—might capture the un- 
thinking masses and set them to shouting 
for his side. How this is often done is 
fitly illustrated by a story that is told 
of a joint debate at Nelson court house 
some years ago, when Jake Yost and 
Harry Tucker were pitted against cach 
other for congress in the tenth district. 
Before a court room packed from pit to 
dome the brilliant democraiic leader had 
delivered a profound argument ageinst 
the duty on tin plate, the tariff question 
being the paramount issue of the hour. 
When the republican candidate rose to 
reply he brushed it al] asidé and gained 
the sympathies of the unwary with one 
single sentence, The negroes rocked and 
moaned their approval and the ignorant 
white men shouted for joy when the 
wily republican jeader declared in his 
opening sentence that it was aot so Much 
a question of duty on tin plate as one 
of where the‘people should get something 
to put in it. No man in Virginia knew 
better than Mr. Yost that such a reply 
Was no answer to the argument of Mr. 
Tucker, and he would never have made 
it in cOngress or before a jury of his 
countrymen, but it was a play for the 
sympathies of the under dog, which prov- 
ed very effective. And so it is—neariy 
every campaign that the minority party 
puts forward some ingenious leader, 
whose ehief mission is to tantalize the 
democratic speakers without ‘he batest 
dream of victory at the polls. 

Many Speeches Will Be Made. 


The campaign will be one of much bril- 
liant stump-speaking on the democratic 
side, but there is hardly any possiility 
of joint debates between Messrs. Mon- 
tague and Hoge. While it is said by his 
friends that no*man lives in Virginia be- 
fore whom Jack Montague would trembie 
in joint debate, yet it has for years been 
the policy of the democratic managers to 
discourage joint meetings, for the reasons 
given above, and because, especially in 
east Virginia, the democrats furnish the 
major part of the audiences ard start 
out confronted by the fact that no amount 
of argument, however reasonable or con- 
vincing, would tend to make aé_ single 
convert from the ranks of the cpposi- 
tion. 

Of course, the “‘Red Fox’’ and the two 
“Lame Lions’ will be the star attrac- 
tions on the democratic list. It is the 
opinion of many that the brilliant young 
nominee of the Norfolk convention has 
no superior as a popular stump-speaker 
in Virginia. Side by side with Daniel 
and William A. Anderson, who have given 
the best years of their lives to Virgima 
on the battle field and in the councils of 
state in peace, he will march from the 
seaboard to beyond the mountains, driv- 
ing terror into the ranks of the enemy 
and pointing out the way to a sweeping 
democratic triumph at the polls. Close 
behind these brave and distinguished 
leaders-will come Willard, Swanson, Jef- 
fries, Braxton, Jones, Moore, Hunton, 
Rhea, Flood, Glass, Lassiter, Echols, 
Kelley, Ottey, Hay, Lee, Folkes, the Pet- 
tits, Early, Barksdale, Parke, Lawless, 
Cabell, Withers, Turnbull, Mann, Irvine, 
the Wallaces, Eggleston, Keezell, MclIl-

MAYOR MIMS GIVES REASONS ~ 


FOR VETO OF FRANCHISE 


Mayor Mims has prepared his veto mes- 
sage, giving his reasons for disapproving 
the granting of a franchise to the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company for a line on the 
Boulevard. 

The message will be submitted to the 
city counci] at its meeting tomorrow af- 
terncon in connection with ‘the disap- 
proved franchise ordinance. ‘There is A 
probability, however, that no action will 
be taken on the matter by council temcr- 
row. owing to it being Labor day. 

The following is the veto message in 
full: 

To. the General Council. Gentlemen: It is to 
me a very unpleasant duty to express my dis- 
approval of any action of your honorable body, 
and especially so in this instance when I differ 
with so large a majority as to challenge my 
serious consideration of any opposing views I 
may entertain as to the action you have taken 
in regard to the ordinance granting a fran- 


chise to the Atlanta Rapid Transit Company” 


to build its line on the Boulevard, and whieh 
for the reasons I herewith give I am constrain-. 
ed to return to you as ‘“‘disapproved.’’ — : 

I may say in the outset, I oppose this ordi- 
nance because it grants the franchise for the 
long and unreasonable term of forty-eight 
years, and I hold that twenty-one years should 
be the maximum life of any franchise for pub- 
lic utilities granted by this council, and as a 
proper thing, also, should be added a sufficient 
tax on premium receipts for the benefit of the 
city. I refer to my inaugural address as giv- 
ing good reasons for my disapproval. In that 
inaugural I declared against the reckless giv- 
ing away to corporations the valuable proper- 
ties of the city, and this for long terms of half 
a century or more that has prevailed even to 
the present time. Indeed, properties in value 
greater than all we have remaining—properties 
that in the last few years have leaped in values 
of millions of dollars and are still increasing 
in their value annually, and must continue to 
increase in all the many and long years they 
have yet to run, while the city has never re- 
ceived anything therefrom and cannot hope 
to do vo during the long lives of these fran- 
chises. 

I argued in my inaugural, as now, that 
twenty-one years was a long time to give any 


street railway corporation, or indeéd any other 


corporation, the free use of our public utili- 
ties for their special purposes of money-mak- 
jing, ard that no grant thereof should be made 
for a longer term, and this with added tax 
on gross receipts. It is a proper time for re- 
settlement and readjustment of accounts. It is 
due to the generations to come after us that 
they have a voice as to the continuance or 
renewal of contracts and not be bound to con- 
ditions that might be onerous in the extreme. 
Especially is this proper and important lim- 
itation in a great and growing city of more 
than 100,000 inhabitants when the properties 
of corporations are growing to such proportions 
as to increase and give them a power in 
control of public affairs that will be dangerous 
to the city and to the state. The city must 
not lose her proper control of the corporations; 
they must not be permitted for half a century 
to hold the city by the throat. It is, therefore, 
the part of wisdom to limit all contracts, or 
grants of franchises to at most twenty-one 
years. ‘Indeed, in the great and rapid growth 
in all things scientific and commercia}, with 
the ever-increasing development and wonder- 
ful possibilities of all matters and appliances 
electrical, a limitation of twenty-one years is 
but reasonable. We must provide for the city 
against all contingencies. These very corpora- 
tions that now own so much in the almost un- 
precedcnted value we have given them are 
owned largely by capitalists in other cities. 
Wyo knows but that in a brief space of time 
their control may pass to other hands, the 
mankgement be changed from the present pleas- 
ant and agreeable men who direct them? Even 
3 1-3 cent fares may suddenly become things 
of the past. I say let us be wise and protect 
the city against any contingency, and there 
is no more just and reasonable measure of 
protection than this limitation. Instead of 
putting ourselves at the mercy of hard-hearted 
capitalists and soulless corporations, let us 
have a itmit of twenty-one years to al] our 
grants. It checks arrogance and moderates 
monopoly. Still more, it will be an aid in the 
final accomplishment of that for which we 
have declared—munictpal ownership of our pub- 
lic utilities. Long term grants of fifty years 
to corporations are the greatest obstacles to 
that happy end to which all our public acts 
should tend. Indeed, it seems that twenty-one 
years and added concessions to be the rule 
in other leagling cities. 

But, more than all, the friction that now 
prevails between our contending street rail- 
ways but foreshadows that consolidation of 
these rival corporations that is likely to oc- 
cur in the near future, anu which, when done, 
will fromote eventual monopoly—and of what 
so sure value to the city in such probable con- 
tingency as this wise Jimitation? Nay, more, 
we should have @ tax therewith on gross re- 
ceipis. The roads doubtless look to this end 
and at every step provide for it, each endeavor- 
ing to get everything they can for themselves 
to increase their proportionate shares of the 
partnership that will occur. 

It was with these views that I resisted all 
importunity by the Atlanta Railway and Power 
Company to approve a longer term for their 
electric lighting plant than the twenty-one 
years which they accepted in their franchise. 
It was argued earnestly by them that they 
would be at great disadvantage with their 
rival company that had a longer grant and was 
not under other restrictions in their franchise. 
But to no purpose. They now operate under 
this franchise and doubtless wil] soon offer 
ty the city the most general competition. For 
this reason, added to the principle I hold, it 
seems to me most inconsistent for this coun- 
cil to pass a forty-eight year franchise as now 
granted by this ordinance. I might also refer 
to my veto message on the forrest avenue 
franchise, giving reasons in accordance with 
my platform in my inaugural address and 
which well acoord with this veto. After my 
veto was sustained on the Forrest avenue fran- 
chise, I yielded to the petition of the citizens 
and quote from a letter signed by the alder- 
men and councilmen from the fourth ward. 
Said they: ‘‘Indeed, many of our people openly 
take the pogition that viewing the matter from 
the standpoint of a general principle, you are 
‘Let us call your attention to the 
this is not, nor can it ever be, a 
main trunk line; it is simply a side line af- 
fecting only six blocks.’’ ‘‘If the Forrest ave- 
nue asked for a trunk line, or if it represented 
a main artery of transportation to the center of 
the city, we would not thus importune you, 4@s 
we recognize the wisdom of your arguments as 
: Our point is—that 
this being purely a side line, not much more 
than a side track, it should be considered in 
connection with its exceptional features and 
as such not measured by the principles enun- 
clated in your inaugural address.’’ 

In replying to this letter, portions of which 
are quoted above, I, among other things, used 
the following language: ‘‘It gives me great

pleasure and encouragement that my official 
utterances, in so far as the principle is in- 
volved, have not only your own indorsement 
but also thet of so many of the good citizens of 
your ward. Sustained as I have been in my 
veto, I feel that I can the more readily yield 
to your arguments that this case be considered 
as an exceptional one and in no sense a prec 
edent for the future, and I have all the bet- 
ter reason to so consider it in the assurance 
that I will have your support, whenever oc- 
easion afises, for the maintenance of the prin- 
ciple on which I stand, and which I must de- 
fend and maintain, for it must not be con- 
strued by what I herein say that I in any 
way surrender the principle of short term 
grants.’’ 

It is a fact that up to this good hour mil- 


lions of dollars of valuable franchises have been. 


given away—more, indeed, in value than all the 
remaining property of the city, and without 
anything for the city; while this valuable fran- 
chise and others in all probability will be 
added to the jong list. giving everything to the 
corporations—nothing to the city. The sad 
fact remains that the corporations owning 
them will yet be enriched more and more as 
each year rolls by for many long years to come, 
and Atlanta, who gave away all these rich 
treasures, gets nothing. . 

I approved the Garrett-Pierce resolution that 
this council ask the legislature of the state 
an amendment of the charter of the city in 
such manner that we may tax franchises of 
railroads, or such other power whereby the 
city may get revenue from them; and I would 
approve any means or provisions to get a fair 
return from the street railways: for all they 
have been given. But I must insist that it fs 
unbusinesslike for this council to give posi- 
tive benefits of great value, in their franchises, 
depending in such great degree on uncertain 
and remote legislation to recover back a por- 
tion of that they have so unwisely given away. 
Rather is it the part of common sense to gro- 
vide sure and positive return by stipulating 
therefor in the franchise. This makes sure 
and certain that which is otherwise uncertain. 
Some say the legislature will surely grant any- 
thing the council may ask. I hope that they 
may, but I fear that there wil] be such an 


array of franchi#é holders to be affected by such 
a law before the legislature that its passage 
will be seriously endangered. Indeed, {t is 
not unreasonable to suppose that the very com- 
pany to whom this franchise has been granted 
would not ald in the passage of a law to tax 
them for what they had received. There is a 
homely but true saying, “A bird in the hand 
is worth two In the bush.’’ 

But it is argued as against a twenty-one 
year franchise that as we have in the past 
given such long terms it would be wrong now 
to exact other than those of the past, so that 
both companies might be on an equality. Such 
argument needs no reply. I say let the wrongs 
we have done in the past admonish us to do 
right in the present and future: and as we 
have been giving away the city’s property 
heretofore. .stop it for all time hereafter. 
Doubtless a forty-eight year, franchise is more 
valuable to the corporation’ obtaining it than 
a franchise for twenty-one years, but as it is 
more valuable to the corporation it is more 
onerous to Atlanta. Forty-eight year franchises 
are valuable, too, as they look to consolida- 
tion; but twenty-one year franchises have a 
value, if not as large as forty-eight, yet suffi- 
ciently attractive to Induce bidders and build- 
ers. Even where the laws now limit franchises 
to twenty-one years in this city and else- 
where, the work goes on. I am anxious that 
the people who want this road should have it, 
but they must consider the interest of the city 
at large and trade with reference thereto. I 
want to promote competition, but not at a 
cost to the city greater than the profit it 
should produce. Let us agree by rule and cus- 
tom that twenty-one years shall be the IMmi- 
tatfon of franchises and an added tax on 
Let the people stand firmly for 
it and they will have it. Compared to forty- 
eight years, it is twenty-seven years of sav- 
ing to the city. Even as these franchises are 
valued and traded for by street railway capi- 
talists and corporations, so are they of like 
value to the eity; so that in this estimate a 
very large sum is saved to the city, and this 
council should see to it that thése extra years 
are saved, and held only to be given for value 
received. I wish this question covld be sub- 
mitted to the people at the coming election. 
It could be done without extra expense to de- 
termine whether or not the twenty-one year 
limit of franchises shovld be the rvle and 
policy of this city. I believe the people would 
Sustain my position. If not, I should fee] in- 
structed not to further insist, on it, even though 
I am sure I would hold {t for myself. As it 
is, I hold stil] to the views I exprersed in my 
inaugural address and as I have declared in this 
message. In thus reenunciating the principles 
which were set out in my inaugural, and be- 
lieving that in doing so I act for the best in- 
terest cf Atlanta, I have to return this ordi- 
nance disapproved.

KENTUCKIANS ARE 


Iliness of Mrs\Beckham Caused Great 
Solicitude. 


ALL LOVE GOVERNOR’S WIFE 


News of Her Rapid Recovery Re- 
ceived with Rejoicing All Over 
the State — Some Ken- 
tucky Political 
‘tossip. 


Lexington, Ky., August 31.—(Special.)— 
The sé@xious illness of Mrs. Jean Fuqua 
Beckham, the beautiful young wife of 
Governor Beckham, cast a gloom over 
all the state this week, which was relieved 
only by her improved condition making 
recovery certain. Kentuckians have be- 


}come greatly attached to Mrs. Beckham 


since her coming to the governor’s man- 
Sion at Frankfort and the sudden dan- 
gerous illness was received with great 
sorrow. She is but 24 years old and had 
only been mistress of the home of the 
chief executive less than eleven months. 
During this time her demeanor has been 
Such that she had made friends every- 
where and her fame as a young woman 
of rare qualities has spread to the most 
lowly cabin in the mountain districts. 
The devotion of Govefnor Beckham ‘to 
her during the critica] period has also 
endeared him to the people. It has 
brought out the other side of his life, 
which has heretofore been known to the 
people of the state only in the light of a 
politician and lawmaker. The child 
which was born last week is a girl.. It is 
the first child born at the mansion since 
General Simon Bolivar Buckner was gov- 
ernor. Mrs. Julia Beckham, mother of 
Governor Beckham and grandmother of 
the little heir, came to the marsion when 
she wag 4 years old. She was the daugh- 
ter of Governor Wickliffe and has the dis- 
tinction of being the daughter, sister and 
mother of a governor, an honor possessed 
by no other woman in the United States. 
Mrs. Beckham is a woman of rare edu- 
cation and experience, and there is not 
today a prouder woman in Kentucky un- 
leSs it be the mother of the new arrival 
than is the mother of Governor Beck- 
ham. She was visiting at. her old home 
at Bardstown when Mrs. Beckham be- 
came so il] and went with all haste to-at- 
tend her daughter in law. Mrs. Beck- 
ham while she was. so dangerously il] de- 
preciated the danger feared by her friends 
and consoled them with smiles and the 
statement that she would recover. She 
never feared she would not recover and 
Was never unconscious, although her tem- 
perature once reached 107% and her pulse 
registered 110. 


At the approaching November election 
a new election law is to be tested. The 
results will be watched with great in- 
terest throughout the state. Under the 
Goebel election law the state legislature 
appointed three election commissioners 
who should have charge of the elections 
in the state, should tabulate and certify 
the returns and appoint the three county 
election commissioners in each county of 
the state, they in turn to act as a return- 
ing board for their county. Under the 
working of this law, an election commis- 
Sion was appointed consisting of three 
democrats, who appointed county boards 
throughout the state consisting of two 
demeocrats and three republicans. What a 
storm the operation of the law created 
is known to all who have taken even a 
passing interest in the politics of /the 
state. 

The result was such that an anfend- 
ment was made tp the law, by which the 
clerk of the court of appeals should be 
the chairman of the state election com- 
mission, while members should be select- 
ed by the ruling bodies of each of the 
two governing parties. This has been 
done and the new election commission 
consisting of Sam J. Shackelford, clerk of 
court Of appeals, as chairman; Charles 
B. Poyntz, democrat, and J. C. Wright, 
republican, held its first meeting last 
week. Under the provisions of the new 
law the sheriff is the chairman of the 
county boards of election commission- 
ers, while the republican and democratic 
members are selected from lists submit- 
ted to the state election board by the 
a and republican county com- 
mittees. n each of the 119 counties in 
the state the republican county commit- 
tee made a return of a list to the state 
board and commissioners were appointed. 
The democrats neglected to make recom- 
mendations in three counties and they 
had to be passed until the next meeting 
when appointment will be made. 

Satisfaction has been expressed by the 
leaders of both parties at the list of com- 
missioners which the state commission 
has made up from the county lists sub- 
mitted to them. Whether this opinion 
will be changed after the coming election 
is a matter of mere conjecture. On the 
state board the democrats have a major- 
ity due to the fact that Clerk of the Court 
of Appeals Shackelford is a democrat. 
Democrats will also have a majority of 
the county election boards inthe greater 
number of instances as there are between 
fifty and fifty-five republican sheriffs in 
the state out of a total of 119 counties. 
As the new law takes out of the hands 
of the state commission the ability to 
make the returning board of the coun- 
ties of whatever political complexion, they 
might wish and make the matter of a 
democratic or republican county board 
depend entirely on local conditions, it is 
thought that a much used, and perhaps 
much abused, ground of complaint will 
be removed.

The others teachers are: Professor H. C. 
Brown, Mrs. T. B. Slade, Mrs. Mollie 
Ward, Mrs. Meadows, Misses Emma 
Williams, Loula Haralson, Rilla Dozier 
and Mattie Lou Houston. Miss Annie 
Clement, of Rome, Ga., has arrived and 
organized a class for the art department 
at the coming session. The music will 
be in charge of Misy Kate Murphy, the 
former teacher in that science.

With the recent 
increase in Carroliton’s population, it is 
expected tq g0 much higher this season.

Delegates to Alabama Convention 
Seem To Be Fickle. 


CONCESSION TO BLACK BELT 


Property Qualification for Voters 
Amended So That Realty and 
Personal Property May Be 
Added to Make Re- 
quired Amount. 


Montgomery, Ala. August 31.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The convention today again illus- 
trated the facility with which it. can 
change front in a night. Just before 
adjournment yesterday, it amended the 
property qualification for voters so that 
realty and personalty might be added 
together: to make the necessary $300. This 
was done over the protest of the black 
belt. leaders. 

T morning Judge Coleman moved to 
reconsider and there was g sharp pas- 
sage between him and some of the white 
county men. He demanded, as a conces- 
sion to the black belt counties, that the 
clause be restored so that a person must 
have $300 of one kind or the other, and 
he carried his point. 

The convention completed its work to- 
day, and the new constitution is now 
in the hands of the enrolling clerk. If 
he completes it in time, the convention 
will adjourn Monday. 

There continues to be a good deal of 
gossip as to what Governor Oates, Gen- 
eral Harrison and R. J. Lowe are 
going to do about ratification, but. while 
they have talked very freely against 
certain portions of the new constitution, 
neither has gone far enough to commit 
himself to an active opposition. 

William Vaughan and J. H. Bingham, 
leaders of the two rival. republican fac- 
tions, were here this week, and gossip 
connects their visit with preparation for 
a campaign against ratifying the consti- 
tution. No open steps, however, have 
been taken by any element of opposi- 
tion. 


WAS VICTORY FOR SHERIFFS. 


They Get Two Years Beyond Their 
Present Terms. 
Montgomery, Ala., August 31.—(Special.) 
The sheriffs have come through the con- 
stitutional convention with flying colors. 
Instead of being hurt, they have been 
legislated into office for two years be- 
yond the terms for which they were 
elected. The party leaders who have the 
hew constitution in charge and are re- 
sponsible for its ratification are now 
sanguine that the last difficulty has been 

smoothed out of the way. 

Congratulated on the _ sheriffs’ coup 
@etat, President Knox only smiled and 
said: “I think things are in very good 
shape.’’ 

in the first article considered, that on 
executive department, a provision was 
inserted authorizing the governor to sus- 
pend the sheriffs who failed in their duty 
in protecting prisoners from mobs, and 
to order them impeached before the su- 
preme court. The sheriffs held a meeting 
and protested. Then they quietly threat- 
ened. All over the state the court houses 
were becoming centers of disaffection. 
Their friends in convention fought for 
them at every turn, and finally succeed- 
ed in getting the obnoxious provision re- 
pealed. »Then'‘the sheriffs demanded that 
they be allowed to succeed themselves. 
They missed this by a narrow vote. Then 
they agreed that if they should be made 
eligible for a second term they would 
let the provision for their suspension go 
back. This compromise failed by two 
or three votes. 

in the last week or two the feature of 
the situation, so far as ratification is 
concerned, has been the growing dissat- 
isfaction in the black belt with — the 
suffrage scheme, on the ground that it 
lets in too many negroes and leaves 
counting them out still a necessity. The 
plain, blunt language used was, ‘‘We had 
as lief count out a thousand as a hun- 
dred, and. a little rather if we have to 
count at all.’” In plain truth, a good 
deal of political power is attached to 
. these black belt majorities, and the court 
houses are loath to give it up. The sit- 
uation was really getting serious and 
the opponents of ratification were begin- 
ning to count heavily on help from the 
biack coynties. 

The a of the convention today is 
regarded as a brilliant stroke in politics 
and sure to command the unbounded en- 
thusiasm of the sixty-six sheriffs and 
their friends for ratificatTon.

Major Horace H. Witt, formerly a prom- 
inent citizen of Atlanta, died on Friday 
at the home of his daughter, Mrs, La- 
tham, in Birmingham, 

Major Witt was one of the oldest and 
best known citizens of Atlanta and re- 
sidedi here before the war. He was a 
jeweler and had a large circle of acquaint- 
ances and friends. 

He died at the advanced age of 76 and 
his life was full of adventures and ex- 
perierces. He was a major of the Sev- 


enth Georgia during the war. 
His body reached Atlanta et 1 o'clock 
and was buried at Oakland.

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DR. BROUGHTON TALKS ° 
INTERESTINGLY OF EUROPE 


Rev. Len G. Broughton, pastor of the 
Baptist tabernacle, returned to Atlanta 
Friday afternoon, after a three months’ 
tour of Europe. His congregation had in- 
tended to meet him at the depot in a 
body to welcome him home, and he was 
not expected to arrive till yesterday after- 
He reached New York, however, a 
day sooner than he expected, and was 
thus enabled to get here twenty-four 
hours ahead of time and enjoy a little 
rest before his friends were aware that 
he was in town. = 

“The fact that impresses me most,” 
said Dr. Broughton, “in looking back- 
ward over my three months’ travel, is the 
magnitude’ of the world and the littleness 
of man. I see more plainly than ever 
before this insignificance and perceive 
clearly that we are as but grains of sand 
on the mighty ocean beach. 4 

“TIT left Atlanta to take my European 
trip for three reasons. First, on account 
of my health. I was almost a wreck then, 
now I feel like a young colt, vigorous and 
energetic. I have gained 10 pounds, 
though I have been going all the time 
and having little rest. It was the change 
of scenery, varied experiences, different 
food and different water that has wrought 
this change. 

Secondly,’ I wished to gain an insight 
into the London charities. I am greatly 
interested in charities in Atlanta, and 
London is the place of all places to be- 
come acquainted with the charity and re- 
form movements of the day. 

“Last of all, I wished to attend the 
Kiswick Bible conference in London. On 
this subject our March conference is 
largely based, and I wished to gain a 
knowledge of this movement for future 
use. During this conference I spoke twice 
and was highly gratified with the appre- 
clation shown. .. 

‘“‘London is a world in itself, and one 
might talk for hours on it and hardly be- 
Bin the subject. While I was there I 
preached two or three sermons a day for 
five Sundays, and received the attention 
of all. A London congregation is easy to 
address, they appreciate your efforts and 
often show this appreciation by cheers, 
and, contrary to our belief, readily catch 
a joke. They are hospitable, friendly 
and intensely religious. 

“While I was in this city I addressed 

a large audience in Rev. Mr. Meyers’ 
church, the Christ Congregational, a 
church for men only, and the congrega- 
tion was highly enthusiastic, interrupting 
the sermon with cheers and cheering wild- 
ly at the close, 
‘ “T had always supposed the English a 
phlegmatic, stolid people, but I found 
them far different from what I expected. 
The criticism I would make of the English 
people and the clergy is that they are 
theoretical and metaphysical, to the neg- 
lect of the practical, but I found here 
also a higher type of religion than in 
any other country in the world, America 
not excepted. “ 

“The great topic at present agitating 
England, both politically and religiously, 
is the proposed change in the oath of suc- 
cession. There is a clause in the English 
constitution which requires the king as- 
cending the throne to swear that he dis- 
believes in the doctrine of trans-substan- 
tiation, and in the worship of the Virgin 
Mary and other saints, and a proposition 
has come down from the Irish wing of 
parliament asking that this clause be 
stricken out. 

“The people in the country are opposed 
to they change and everywhere demon- 
strations 4re being held against it. I had 


the fortune to attend one of these which 
was held in Hyde park, the great meet- 


| ing place of the people, where any man 


may go and express his opiniong on any 
subject. At this meeting there were about 
twenty thousand spectators. In the verv 
center of the park there is a platform for 
the master of ceremonies. Around this 
central platform four others are grouped 
within a radius of 50 feet. At the same 
time one man is speaking on each plat- 
form, and after he has spoken for thirty 
minutes. another man takes his place. 
The speakers express their opinions free- 
ly and if any other man in the crowd 
disagrees with him he says so at once. A 
policeman will touch the man who dis- 
agrees and tell him that he must not make 
a disturbance and that if he wants to 
speak himself to move to another part of 
the park and speak. Then the two dis- 
puting men go off together, followed by 
a crowd, and speak on the subject that 
caused the row. And thus there may pe 
fifty speeches going on at the same time. 
The demonstration lasted from 2 in the 
afternoon to-12 at night, and when it 
ended a vote was taken as to how the 
proposed change was viewed by the peo- 
ple, and the result was almost unanimous 
in opposition to the change. 
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“Such a meeting would have been an 
impossibility in America. One man would 
have drawted out to the speaker, ‘You 
are a liar,’ and there would have been 
bloodsted. 

Press Lacks Opinion. 

“T found the English press, and, indeed, 
the entire European press, poky and not 
possessing sufficient moral strength to 
express its opinion. But the English 
press is more wrought up over the pro- 
posed changed in the oath than it ever 
was before and on this occasion it has 
woke up sufficiently to express its opin- 
ion. 

‘“‘At Rotterdam I saw Kruger. But I 
succeeded in this only by means of the 
one door opener of all Europe—bribery. 
Everything in Europe is for sale anda 
there are few or none who cannot be 
bribed. I bribed the secretary of the oid 
man of the Transvaal and when the sec- 
retary entered the room in which Oom 
Paul wag seated, I dodged past him and 
entered the room. I told him that I was 
an American and that I wished to send 
back word to America as to the result 
of the conflict. He answered, ‘Tell America 
we will win yet by the help of the Lord, 
and then he dodged into another room 
and 1 was forced out of the room by a 
guard who said that I had no business 
in there, anyway. I acknowledged the 
fact and got out. The people of Holland 
are pro-Boer and Kruger and his cabinet 
are protected by this government, 

“I was greatly impressed by the appear- 
ance of the old man. I found him to be 
neat, venerable and shows the stern qual- 
ity of his make-up, but he is beefy. 

“The Dutch and the Swiss are the most 
interesting characters in Europe. Il fell 
in love with both countries, Holland is 
a perfect flower bed and I saw some of 
the prettiest flowers I have ever seen. 
The country largely exports tulips. 

“Switzerland is a great country. Heres 
on the peaks of the mountains I was rev- 
elling in snow while the thermometer in 
New York registered 110. The country 1s 
full of beggars- 

“Italy is the God-forsaken country of 
Europe. Venice is a dream of beauty. 
Florence, Rome, Geneva and Pompeii are 
great in their place. The country is a 
land of beggars. Here the prettlest Wom- 
en in the world are found and the 1108t

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STRIKING PHASES . 
OF AUGUST WEATHER 


Last Month Broke Several Recerds. 
Most Rain Ever Known. 


COOLEST AUGUST SINCE ’91 


Mr. Marbury Returned Yesterday 
from Convention of Weather 
Bureau Officials at Mil- 
waukee—Fair Weather 
Predicted Today. 


In many respects the past month has 
been a record-breaking August. First of 
all its excess of rain has never been 
equaled in the twenty-two years’ 
history of the weather bureau, The rain- 
fall of this August up to 7 o’clock last 
night and not including the hard rain 
which fell after that hour, was 
9.83 inches, an excess of 5.09 
inches over the normal, which is 
4.74. The nearest approach to this un- 
precedented’ amount was in 18%, when 
there were 8.55 inches, in 1887 with 7.51 and 
in 188 with 6.92 inches. The least rain 
ever recorded was less than 2 inches twice 
—in 1900, 1.79, and in 1896, 1.97. 

If the average rainfall for this year is 
to be made we could not expect any rain 
for a month yet. The excess over the 
normal at present is 10.22 inches. 

The number of rainy days was phenom- 
enal, twenty on which .01 of an inch or 
more fell. On several other days there 
was a trace, not including a few days 
Which were threatening and cloudy, but 
when no actual rain fell. On four days 
of the month the sunshine recorder took 
a complete vacation and-not a ray of 
Sun was seen, 

The record-breaking day for the past 


3.66 inmehes rain fell. Once before this 
amount was exceeded by 4.22 on August 
30, 1885. On the 15th there was 1.57 rainfall. 

On the whole, the past August was the 
-rainlest August ever known in Atlanta. 

In temperature the records keep close 
to the average; in fact, the mean for the 
entire month coincides with the normal. 
The hottest day was the 9th, with a maxi- 
mem of 90.9, the top notch of the month. 
The 10th was a close second in hotness. 
The mean on the 9th was 82, and the min- 
imum, 73, was also the high- 
est. The 10th, with 90.8, came 
within one-tenth of a § degree of 
the highest for the month. The coolest 
day was on the 28th with a mean of 63, 
the lowest maximum being 64.7. On six 
other days the mercury went down to 65, 
or a fraction above. 

Last year was much warmer in August, 
reaching 98 on August ll, which is the 
highest ever recorded here in August. 
The average for that month also exceeded 
any previous record, being 81.2. The aver- 
age for the month just past was onl #76, 
which is exactly normal. It has been the 
coolest August since 1891. 


A snow-white flag floating from. the 
fiagstaff of the Emptre building yester- 
day betokens fair weather today. The 
forecast predicts it generally fair and 
stationary temperature. 

It was warmer yesterday. than during 
the past few days. Bright sunshine, no 
rain and high humidity combined to make 
it feel like real summer again. The mer- 
cury climbed up to 835.5 as a jimit. ‘The 
drop mark sank to 69, with an average 
5 degrees warmer than might be expect- 
ed for that date. Humidity was 57 jer 
cent: at 3:30 p.. m. 

No rain is expected today.

The race was started as a dead heat to 
windward, the course being south-south- 
east, dead in the teeth of a 9-knot breeze 
and in smooth water, the choicest 
weather for the Constitution, 
been sailing in her old-time form, or if 
the Columbia has not much improved 
since her early races of this year. The 
wind, however, hauled so much to the 
eastward as to allow the yachts to steer 
their courses, so that, as a matter of 
fact, the dead beat resolved itself into 
one long leg and a couple of short 
hitches. 

The surprising part of the race was the 
sagging off to leeward of the Constitu- 
tion when close hauled. In a stiff breeze 
one might have expected to see the Co- 
lumbia beating her, but in the weather 
that prevailed today it,was indeed amaz- 
ing to see the Constitution so badly de- 
feated. 

The campeting yachts had been re- 
meagured and their racing lengths were: 
Constitution 194.14 feet and Columbia 
101.76, the Constitution thus allowing the 
Columbia 11 minute and 11 seconds over 
the 30-mile course. 

The warning gun was fired at 11:35. The 
skipper of the Columbia planted his craft 
on the weather side of his rival and 
hampered him in the usual manner, keep- 
ing him under his lee.

It was marvelous to see the Constitu- 
tion gradually sag off to leeward in 
weather that was supposed to be just 
picked out for her. The wind after the 
yachts had been out about three-quarters 
of an hour hauled to the eastward, and 
the Columbia, getting it first, being in 
the lead, was able to luff to it before 
the Constitution came within its influ- 
ence, The force of the wind was about 
9 miles at the start and it freshened a 
little later on. 

After rounding t..e outer mark the Co- 
lumbia set her balloon jib topsail. The 
Constitution set her balloon jib topsail 
thirty-five seconds after she made the 
turn, beating the Columbia in-hby five sec- 
onds. This is the first time in her his- 
tory that her crew has shown any real 
smartness. Next, both craft set balloon 
stavysails and, with the wind on the star- 
board quarter, steered for Brentons Reef 
lightship. her home mark. 

Little by little the Columbia forged 
ahead, inch by inch tncreasing the gap 
of blue water between herself and her 
rival. Whitecaps crested the waves un- 
der the influence of ise freshening breeze, 
and the followers of the Constitution 
were disappointed to see her fall astern. 
Columbia had her badly heaten. When 
she crossed the line a victor she was vig- 
orously saluted.

LAWSON OFFERS YACHT 
TO DEFEND AMERICAN CUP 


—— 


New York, August 21.—The World will 
print tomorrow morning a special from 
Bar Harbor, Maine, in which Thomas W. 
Lawson savs: 

‘I offer my yacht Independence to the 
American people for the purpose of de- 
fending the cup against the Shamrock. 
So confident am.I that ‘in win 
I am willing to make any.ssacrifice that a 
man can make in order to have the boat 
I have built entered as a competitor. 

“IT would give the Independence to con- 
gress, to any state, to a body of citizens, 
to The New York World, or any represen- 
tative body of Americans, if I could feel 
that by so doing the yacht would have 
a fair show.’’ 

Mr. Lawson was seen bY a representa- 
tive of The World while he was on his 
private yacht Dreamer. Speaking of the 
controversy over the yachts, Mr. Lawson 
said: 

“There are two sides to this question, 
the sentimental and the practical. From 
the sentimental viewpoint I feel that I 
have the whole of the American people 
with me. There is really no reason why 
my Independence should not be entered 
as a competitor in the cup races. 

“It is an international, not a yacht club 
race. Anybody who has a yacht coming 
up to the requirements should be allow- 
ed to enter it. 

“It should make no difference whether 
the boat hailed from Boston or San 
Francisco. If it ie an American boat, it 
ought to be allowed to compete against 
the boat built by a foreigner for the 
purpose of winning back the cup, which 
this country has kept for so long.”’

WILL APPEAL. TO MRS. EDDY. 


Mental Healers Want the Assistance 
of Christian Scientists. 


Jacksonville, Fla., August 31.—(Special.) 
It is stated here by those interested in 
the defense that Helen Wilmans, her hus- 
_ band, Colonel C. C. Post, and Charles 

T. Burgman, of Seabreeze, Fla., the na- 
tional officers of the Mental Scientist As- 
sociation, who were recently arrested for 
conspiracy to defraud by use of the 
United States mails, will appeal to Mrs. 
Eddy. of the Christian Scientists, for 
the support of that organization in the 
approaching trial. 

Strong counsel has already been em- 
ployed by the Mental Scientists, and it 
is understood that Congressman Rob- 
ert W. Davis, of the -second district, 
will also be engaged in the defense. 

With regard to the enlistment of Mrs. 
Eddy’s sympathy and support, it is stat- 
ed that an attorney will accompany Mrs. 
Witmans to the home of Mrs. Eddy next 
week, where the whole work of the Men- 
tal Scientist Association will be laid be- 
fore her and the circumstances of the 
recent arrests for fraudulently using the 
mails will be gone over. Whether Mrs. 
Eddy will be interested is a matter of 
conjecture. Heretofore there has been a 
bitter war, conducted largely on the part 
of the Menta) Scientists, between Men- 
tal Science and Christian Science. The 
former recognizes no power but Helen 
Wilmans. The latter recoenizes the om- 
nipotence of a supreme being and bases 
ite belief on the efficacy of prayer.

Thompson was the second. A top plate 
about ten inches wide affords a narrow 
path for one who is venturesome enough 
to risk it. 

It was intended to place both .girders 
yesterday, but the unexpected delay in 
the first one prevented any attempt {o 
put up the other. It will probably be 
done Monday or Tuesday. For this pur- 
pose the gin pole. will have to be moved. 

The delay in putting up the girders 
since the accident at the first attempt 
was due to enforced waiting for some 
sheade blocks which had to be made in 
Cincinnati. They arrived Friday and 
formed an essential part of the new rig-

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TRIED IT LONG AGO 
Manual Training in the School Days 
of Bill Arp. 


HOW IT PROVED A FAILURE. 


Boys Could Not Be Kept at the Plow 
or With the Hoe—The Old 
Schoolmaster Had Hard Time. 


Manual training fs no new thing. About 
sixty years ago we boys had it at the 
Manual Labor school in old Gwinnett. 
We had to work with our hands three 
hours a day. We worked with the hoe or 
the ax or plowed corn and cotton or 
hauled wood or did some kind of farm 
work and the three hours of manual labor 
was intended to pay for our board. But 
that was a mistake. The boys didn’t do 
one hour’s faithful work; they frollicked. 
Captain Garmany, the old hero of Shep- 
herd’s plantation during the Creek war, 
was the overseer and he said he had 
rather fight Indians than watch those 
boys. He was a good-hearted, brave 
man; but he couldn’t manage a hundred 
boys who hadn’‘t been raised to work and 
whose fathers were rich and had negroes 
to work their farms. Most of these boys 
had been wild at home and had been sent 
to this school to be tamed and réformed. 
Poor Captain Garmany. He pleaded with 
them and took the foremost row and 
showed them how to hold the plow or 
split rails or grind the ax, but when he 
was watching and training one squad in 
one field another squad in another field 
would slip off and go in a washing. The 
old-fashioned wagons had lynch pins to 
hold the wheels on and sometimes the 
boys would lose a lynch pin on the way 
to the woods and the wheel would come 
off and they would go back to the black- 
smith shop to get another pin and fool 
away the time until the three hours were 
out and not a load of wood hauled. Cap- 
tain Garmany gave up in despair before 
the year was out and they tried another 
with no better success. As a general rule 
a rich man’s_.son is not going to work 
with his hands. We had a very fine lot 
of boys from the best families, such as 
the Gouldings and Holts, of Columbus; 
the Lintons, of Athens; the Allens, of 
Clarkesville; the Hendricks, of Buttssand 
a lot of Ha&rrises and Hoyles and Wof- 
fords and Johnsons, but they eat more 
than they earned and so the experiment 
proved a failure and the manual labor 
feature was abandoned and my father, 
who had inaugurated it and was presi- 
dent of fie board, had to foot the bill of 
$3,000 for its failure. Since that day it 
has been set down as a maxim that 
three hours of work of a rich man’s son 
won't feed him. But these boys didn’t 
turn out bad. Most of them made good 
scholars and good citizens, Thomas AIl- 
len became comptroller general of the 
state. Ned Goulding was colonel of the 
Ninth Georgia and William T. Wofford 
a brigadier general, and Dr. Jim Alexan- 
der and Dr. Hendricks stand high in 
their profession, Gib Wright and Bill 
Wright and Ramsay Alexander anid 
James Maltbie became judges of the cir- 
cuit courts. 

I was ruminating about good old Dr, 
Patterson, our principal—how fat he was 
and how faithfu and indulgent.and some- 
times of a hot sultry afternoon, while we 
were blundering along through Caesar's 
commentaries, he would go fast asleep 
in his ‘chair and we would skip a whole 
paragraph and keep on reading and skip- 
ping until his book would fall on the 
floor and wake him up. Then he would 
hunt all about to find out w we were 
at, but he never complained 3F made any 
sign of suspicion. I remember our debat- 
ing society and how once a month on 
TMviday evening we had to take sides and 
discuss some great question. About & 
dozen of the older boys were engaged in 
it anni though I was the smallest, I was 
right smart and my father helped me 
and I held my own with the big boys. [ 
remember when the 
was the greatest man that ever lived and 
each boy had to choose a different man 
and advocate his claims. If two or more 
wanted the same man Dr. Patterson had 
to settle it. My father told me to choose 
Ben Franklin and I have never changed 
my opinion since, for I convinced myself 
that he was the best all rownd man that 
history tells of. He was the fifteenth of 
seventeen children, never went to school 
after he was 10 years old, was appren- 
ticed to his brother, who was a printer; 
ran away from him when he was 17, hired 
to a printer in Philadelphia; next year 
was sent to London to buy stock for a 
new printing office, but the promised 
money was not sent, so he hired to 
another printer; after two years returned 
to Philadelphia, invented a copper plate 
press—the first in America—married Miss 
Deborah Read in 1830, when he was 24 
years old; founded The Pennsylvania Ga- 
zette and rose to competence and renown. 
Founded the Philadelphia library in 1831; 
published Poor Richard's almanac for 
twenty-five years; itn 1786 was chosen 
postmaster,of Philadelphia; in 1843 found- 
ed the University of Pennsylvania; in 1744 
founded the American Philosophical So- 
ciety and the Academy of Sciences, in- 
vestigated electricity and took rank with 
the great discoverers and was elected F. 
R. 8. of London and Edinburgh. In 1753 
was appointed postmaster general of the 
colonies. He was the defender of all 
colonial interests; was sent to England 
to have the stamp act repealed; labored 
hard to prevent war, but failed; came 
home and signed the Declaration of In- 
dependence; was sent to France to se- 
cure aid and recognition and succeeded; 
signed the treaty of peace at Paris in 
1783: died in 1799; on motion of Mirabeau 
the national assembly of France put on 
mourning for him. In the constitutional 
eonvention of 1787 his last motion was 
that congress should open its sessions 
with prayer, and thfs is done to this day.

: What a record is that for a poor, friend- 
less, uneducated boy to make. I have re- 
corded it in this letter as an example for 
poor boys’ everywhere. , 

The territory of Tennessee belonged 
originally ‘to North Carolina and was 
called the territory of Washington. The 
settlers, however, named it Franklin and 
for three years it bore that name—the 
state of Franklin. In 17%, .after North 
Carolina: had ceded. it to the United 
States, congress. got to quarreling over 
the name and couldn’t agree on either 
Washington or Franklin and compromised 
on the name of that long, crooked In- 
dian river: Wasn't that a shame? It 
should be Franklin now. 

Well, I gained my case in that debate— 
at least my father did, for he trained me, 
I gained it over Napoleon and Washing- 
ton and Jefferson and Shakespeare and 
Newton and Demosthenes and others and 
am still proud to recall] the victory. 

But the fact remains that there is no 
greatest man. There is the greatest ora- 
tor, the greatest philosopher and poet 
and preacher and statesman and general 
and discoverer and inventor and painter 
and sculptor, but each of these is great- 
est only in his own profession. Outside of 
that most of great men were weak and 
childish and. some of them corrupt. Lord 
Bacon was perhaps the greatest writer on 
political economy and public morals, but 
he accepted bribes while on the bench and 
publicly confessed it, and was deposed and 
fined £10,000 and sent to prison. Pope says 
of him that he was the wisest, brightest 
and meanest of mankind. Sir Isaac New- 
ton was so absent-minded that it made 
him appear. ridiculous. When the fire 
burned him he called his servant and told 
him to move it back. It did not oecur to 
him that he could move back himself. 
His favorite cat came into his room 
through a hole in the bottom of the dour. 
When she had five kittens he ordered five 
smaller holes cut for them to pass in and 
out, Zerah Colburn was no doubt the 
greatest natural mathematician who ever 
lived. When he was 10 years old he could 
multiply any number of numerals in his 
head and give:the ayswer instantly, but 
he was almost an idigt about other things, 
and when 23 years old lost his faculty in 
figures. The admirable:Crichton when i6 
years ald was the most learned clRssical 
scholar in Europe and could converse flu- 
ently in twenty languages, but could not 
do a sum in the simple rule of three. Gold- 
smith had no superior as a writer of pure 
English, both in prose and poetry, but he 
couldn't utter a respectable sentence in 
conversation. Dr. Johnson said of him: 
“He wrote like an angel and talked like a 
parrot,’’ John Wesley was a very great 
preacher’ and a writer of sacred hymns, 
but he was not wise enough to choose a 
good wife nor great enough to subdue and 
keep her after he had chosen, When she 
left him he said: ‘I did not forsake her. 
I did not dismiss her. I will not recall 
her.”’ Petruchio did not tame his Kate 
that way. Lord Byron was an unprinci- 
pled rake, Napoleon left a dark cloud 
over his fame by divorcing Josephine. In 
fact almost every great genius had some 
defect or some foul ot in the make-up 
of his character. Our Heavenly Father 
did not choose to create one perfect man 
or woman, not one. Just think what fac- 
ulties it would require in a man to be as 
great an orator as Demosthenes or Web- 
ster, as great a poet as Milton or Shakes- 
peare, as great a philosopher as Plato or 
Socrates, as great a preacher as Wesley 
or Jonathan Edwards, as great a com- 
poser as Mozart or Beethoven, as great 
a painter as Raphael or Michael Angelo, 
as great an astronomer as Newton or Gal- 
lileo or as great a general and patriot 
as Washington—wouldn’t he be a won- 
derful man? If. there was such a man 
and he could livé on and on the world 
wouldn't need kings or armies 
would rule it wisely and well and all the 
people would say amen.

September has never brought any sea- 
sor of sadness to this neck of the woods. 
If you will try you may catch any old 
lady of the land humming little snatches 
of song that tell just as plainly as it 
could be told that their thoughts are 
of other days and that they are living 
over again the sweet days of their child- 
hood. September never comes around at 
our house but what we find some excuse 
to kindle a little fire in the fireplace, 
and after supper to gather there and 
talk of things as they used to be. Some 
pretty pictures come to the mind of old 
folk when they allow themselves to in- 
dulge in such a pastime. If you never 
went down into a river bottom where the 
vines climb the big trees to thelr very 
tops and then stand the shower of mus- 
cadines that would fall in response to a 
swing upon the limbs, you are hardly 
prepared to enjoy a review of the good 
things that used to come with the com- 
ing of fall. Muscadines black upon the 
vines meant ’possum fat, potato digging 
and ’simmon beer sharp and cool for the 
Georgia country folk that once to have 
enjoyed means to.be remetnbered with 
feelings of pleasure that ripen and im- 
prove as the years pass by. 

It would be hard to make any, oldtimer 
believe that fall was the “‘saddést of the 
year.”’ It was some town fel that got 
up such an idea. He surely could never 
have seen the wild grapes as they used 
to hang along the old fence rows and 
hedges, nor they could never have went 
chestnuting. with the boys and girls as 
they used to go, nor such a man could 
never have hunted the ‘possum and the 
coon and eat the roasted potatoes after 
the hunt was through, and I am sure 
that he never lived in a land where the 
country parties started with September 
and run till March. It was a month that 
ushered in the oyster season and so far 
it was good with such a town poet. but he 
found nothing else but sadness in the 
season. There is no such feeling in this 
neck of the woods. There has not been a 
hapyier time for years than appears 
now. There has been a most glorious 
revival of religion in rhost all of the 
churches. Men who never seemed to give 
religion a thought before have joined the 
churches and are now zealous in the 
work of the Master. The signs are all 
hopeful in religious: matters and pretty 
soon the shuckings will be in and the 
parties begin. Everything around us now 
impresses the truth that at last the peo- 
ple of the country have many more days 
of pleasure than of displeasure or hard 
work. A merry jingle of song and romp 
pervades the air. which &s good as says 
all vlorious is the fall and a welcome 
to September. : 

After a few more days of sunshine I 
wish it could be that people everywhere 
could slip up on the cotton fields of De- 
Kalb and stand off and watch the cotton 
pickers at their work. To watch these 
pickers would forever convince that the 
south is blessed beyond any other sec- 
tion. An Englishman has been telling me 
and Brown about the hop fields of Eng- 
land and of what a giorious time the 
people have in gathering the hops. This 
same man has convinced us that we know 
very little of the blessings that are ours 
by reason of our climate and soils and 
products. Cotton, he thinks, should be 
turned to one of our greatest blessings. 
It is very similar to the hop raising in 
England, though to a far greater extent 
in its opportunity for work for children 
and girls. When we had come to think 
about it, the children and women do make 
the cotton crop, almost, and they gather 
the greatest portion of it. The men do 
the plowing. the women and children do 
the hoeing and picking. It vou could sliv 
up on the cotton flelds anv day you 
would be convinced that the girls of the 
south can find plenty to do in cotton 
picking time. And they do pick it. As 
sweet young ladies as can be found in 
the world pick cotton right here in De- 
Kalb, and they sing and lhaygh as they 
pick and never a thought of its being 
‘a “low calling’’ enters their minds. The 
Englishman tells us that the gathering 
of hops around the big towns of his 
country is made a joyful occasion of, 
and he says that' some day cotton pick- 
ing will be the same in the south. When 
hop gathering time arrives the people go 
out from the towns in great numbers and 
the thing is made a frolic of as well as a 
source of revenue. Cotton picking is just 
as clean and nice work as could be found 
in the world and our children all delight 
in it until some fool comes along and 
makes them believe that they were born 
for greater work. 

Me and Brown have spent our time 
watching the country boys and girls 
around us this vear. We were determined 
to see for ourselves if a little hoeing and 
cotton picking had a tendency to make 
the girls coarse or in any way inferior 
to what they would have been. We know 
that it does not hurt these girls, but to 
the contrary they grow in the sweet 
graces and in health. Many of them have 
talked to us about KM and they declare 
that they feel so much better in every 
respect. They feel proud of themselves 
because they do work. It helps us all to 
feel and know that we are doing some 
good in the world. The most miserable 
life on earth is to have nothing to do. 
Work makes these girls strong in body 
and independent in spirit—they feel proud 
of themselves and everybody feels proud- 
er of them. A. few families have held 
themselves away from this work, but 
these are growing poorer and poorer every 
year, till in a short while they will disap- 
pear to mingle with the proud poverty 
stricken of the towns. Our observation 
convinces us that a man can raise a fam- 
ily on the farm that that will have all 
the sweet graces of independence and re- 
spectability with a worldly possession that 
would rank him with the slums in the 
towns. That is, I mean, that a family 
need not be ‘“‘rich’’ to be as good as the 
best, if they will all work together on the 
farm. Considerable argument has been 
brought of late against having these chil- 
dren work. but,even the children them- 
selves have learned that work is neces- 
sary and that it is more respectable than 
being a vagabond loafer. I am glad to 
state that these children who work now 
because it is necessary will be the pros- 
perous people of the future. There is not 
&n old man or woman living but what 
can tell the children of today that it has 
been their observation that the workers 
are the owners. These old folk could tell 
the children of having seen very rich fam- 
ilies go to the dogs just from false ideas 
of life and indolence and extravagance. 
All be who have lived long could point 
out“thany victims to these false ideas. 
To the contrary, we could point out many 
who are the prosperous of today that were 
hard pressed a gencration ago. It is the 
saddest of things to observe a family 
that is fast arriving at that foolish stage 
where they think themselves secure in 
their possessions of wealth and social po- 
sition. Perhaps their very parents or 
grandparents were the ‘“‘poor folks’’ of 
fifty or sixty years ago, and more than 
apt fifty years more will find the same 
biood and bone poor again. It strikes me 

ildren should be talked to about 
these things They are reasonable and 
can be impressed with one idea as well as 
with another. Common sense ts one of 
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Stand that we must all live according fon 


eur means, that work is necessary and 
that false pride is an abomination. 

But everybody is not going to work— 
everybody don’t have to work. The thing 
to understand is that work is respectabie. 

f people are able to live without work 
it. — right, but they are not a bit bet- 
ter by not working. There will always be 
somé.fools who will es to do as: others 
do, and ft amounts to crime for folks not 
able to strive to live without work. The 
cotten fields offer clean and pleasant work 
for girls and boys. and it {s a credit to 
them to go about it. How proud we 
should all feel of the good girls who go

MAKE HAY WHILE SUN SHINES. 


The wet weather, while injuring the 
cotton crop, is not without its benefits to 
Sweet potatoes, sugar cane, late planted 
corn and last, but not least, the fall grass 
crop. Of course, those farmers who have 
regular meadows, either of volunteer or 


sown grasses, neal no reminder of the 


Opportunity that will present itself to 
make hay of the grass that is now boom- 
ing on to maturity. But the farmer who, 
in the past, has placed his main reliance 
On “pulling fodder’ for his supply of 
cured long forage, or “roughage,”’ may 
require a little jogging. It may be well 
to say that crab grass, crowfoot grass, 
Several of the paspalums and panicums 
and some other species will produce val- 
uable hay if cut at the right time and 
Properly cured. In every part of the south 
the ever prevailing grass, commonly 
Known as “crab erass,’”’ the botanical 
name héeing paniqum sanguinale, is a 
great “friend in need,’’ while a most per- 
sistent and often unconquerable enemy to 
clean culture crops. Doubtless there are 
thousands of acres of land that were 
planted in cotton last April and May that 
would have yielded more value in hay, at 
half the cost, than they will yield of cot- 
ton. And it may be, in many cases, that 
the land would have brought more value 
in gkass than in cotton even where the 
cotton has been wel] cultivated ind is 
now comparatively clean. 

While crab grass hay is not the very 
best hay, it is fully equal to timothy and 
much better than most of the lJatter that 
will seek a market in the south next 
Spring.» But crab grass has the advan- 
tage that it costs literally nothing to grow 
it, and often it costs a good deal to keep 
it from growing—When and where it is 
not wanted. 

jut crowfoot (dactyloctenium: egyptia- 
cum) is even better than crab grass and 
is so considerate ag not to interfere with 
the inevitable cotton crop in April and 
May, since it does not come up until June. 
Crowfoot, however, is not so common a 
érass in the ¢lay hill country, being con- 
fined mainly to the southern half of the 
cotton belt. It is spreading northward, 
however, and may soon be as common as 
it is in southern Georgia. 

1 said just now that any one of those 
common grasses will make a valuable hay 
if “cut. at the right time and properly 
cured.’’ The old-time rule, on many 
farms, among the negroes, was to ‘pull 
hay’’ as soon as frost fell on it. Many 
a time I have gone into a fteld in the 
morning and found the handfuls of grass 
lying on the hillside ditch banks, the evi- 
dence of the industry of some hard-work- 
ing Sambo—the work of the early hours 
of the precediag™ night, 

But tnat sort of hay is little better than 
no hay at all. Grass should be cut for 
hay when in full bloom and. before tne 
seeds have formed. Why, do you ask? 
Because after the grass passes the bloom- 
ing stage it devotes all its vital energies 
to developing and maturing its seeds and 
the stems and blades daily become more 
woody, less palatable and less nutritious; 
while the seeds, after robbing the stems 
and blades of their nutriment, refuse to 
yield up the same to the digestive organs, 
but pass out with the excrement, 

Cut the grass while in bloom, starting 
in the morning after dew is gone. Rake 
into windrows late in the afternoon of 
the same day Lighten it up next day 
and put in cocks late in the afternoon 
of the same day. No definite or fixed rule 
can be given for cutting and curing any 
kind of grass. The time required for cur- 
ing will depend somewhat on the species 
of grass, more on the weather and more 
still on the rankness of its growth. Tie 
one rule is to cure it as quickly 4s possi- 
ble and with but little direct sunshine, 
especMlly when nearly cured. 

Let every ton of hay be saved. 
of no more than one-fourth of a ton of 
good, clean hay per acre will amply re- 
pay ‘he labor of mowing, curing and 
housing, and it is @ poor acre of grass 
that-will not yield that much; while there 
are often many acres that will produce 
from one-half to three-fourths of a ton, 
and even more. I have Known nearly a 
ton of crab grass hay per acre in October 
saved from land that yielded a ton and a 
half of peavine hay in August or Septem- 
ber, ea was surprised at such a result. 

The idea of letting a good coat of grass 
remain to be turned under “for the good 
of the land” is the nonsense that some 
writers write who do not know how to 
modify a general principle to serve a pres- 
efit economic demand. Of course, it is 
right to turn under grass rather than 
let it remain untouched, but it is better 
practice to mow it at the right time for 
hay, if it will yield enough to more than 
pay for the mowing. Make a trade with 
the cattle that you will exchange the hay 
for an equivalent of manure (from the 
ay) and the cattle will not only perform 
via part of the contract, but will supply 
an extra amount of beef or butier in

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STOWERS IS TO BE PROSECUTED 


He Still Refuses To Tell Where That 
Missing Money Was. 

Jackson, Miss., August 30.—(Special.)— 
The first step in the investigation of the 
official affairs of State Treasurer Stow- 
ers, who was suspended from office on 
Wednesday by Governor Longino, will be 
an examination of the books of the treas- 
ury by an expert accountant.. This work, 
however, will be of the most perfunctory 
sort, as there is no likeihood of any fresh 


developments resulting from the exami- | 


nation, all money fhelonging to the state 
being on hand in the vaults. 

The next step to follow will be the crim- 
inal proceedings, and it is expected that 
these proceedings will be instituted with- 
in a few days, certainly before the end of 
next week. Governor Longino is deter- 
mined to probe the matter to the bottom 
and ascertain where the missing money 
was on the 15th of August, when the 
shortage of $107,000 was discovered. The 
statutes are mandatory on,.the governor 
to proceed in this’manner, and it Is the 
only way. by which the present muddle 
can be cleared. 

In reply to ,Governor Longino’s re- 
quest for information on the quéstion 
of where the missing funds were depos- 
ited, Mr. Stowers firmly declined to give 
the names of the banking institutions un- 
less he first received asurances ~ that 
there would be no criminal proceedings, 
and the whole case now seems to hinge 
sn the whereabouts of the money. Since 
his suspension from office Mr. Stowers 
reittrates this refusal and declines to be 
interviewed on any phase of the case, 
and it is impossible to learn even what 
securities were being held for the sum. 

The belief is firmly grounded that a 
good portion of the funds were being ma- 
nipulated by two well-known north Mis- 
sissippi politicians, one of whom recently 
stepped down from a high official place, 
and another who is now holding a prom- 
inent position of public trust. It is also 
a general impression that these gentle- 
men were keeping the money, or a good 
portion of it, at least, on deposit in Mem- 
phis banks and were receiving 2 per cent 
o& daily balances therefor. 

Whether Governor Longino can estab- 
lish this theory as a fact remains to be 
proven. Having suspended the treasurer 
from office, he now. necessarily assumes 
the role of a prosecutor and is expected 
to accumulate sufficient evidence to bring 
about a conviction when the case comes 
to a trial. The attorney general will rep- 
resent the state in the proceedings. 

Mr. Stowers will fight the case to the 
last ditch, and he will be represented by 
the best legal talent the state affords. 
His principal attorneys will probably be 
Hon. Cc. H. Alexander and Hon. C. ML 
Williamson, both of this city. Since be- 
ing suspended from office he has receiv- 
ed a large number of telegrams from 
friends in all parts of the state assur- 
ing him of their sympathy and proffering 
any assistance needed. 
livan wires that his 
commanded at a moment's notice. He is 
one of Mr. Stowers’ bondsmen in the sum 
of $15,000. Capitol Commissioner Rush 
has also signified his willingness to lend 
assistance. 

Politics is becoming mixed in the af- 
fair in a most astonishing manner, and 
the suspended treasurer will not be with- 
out a host. of supporters. At present it 
looks like a spirited factional fight that 
will stir the state. from center to cir- 
cumference is about to break loose, and 
each move will be narrowlv watched from 
now on.

This 
is $15,000 more than thie amount required 
by law. Mr. Carlisle is in complete 
charge of the office. He has not namei 
a cashier or bookkeeper aS yet, and at 
present is acting as his own cashier.

HOW COLD IS ICE? 


Is ice any colder in winter than in sum- 
mer? Most people suppose not. They 
understand that ice is ice and cannot be 
any colder or’ warmer. 

If a thermometer is buried tn ice in sum- 
If you 
throw a piece of ice into boiling water and 


| leave it there till * is almost gone what 


‘is left will still be at 32 degrees. 


Ice can 


‘never be gotten above that temperature. 


But while ice can never be warmed 
above 32 degrees, it will go as much be- 
low that as the weather does. An ice 
man delivering ice one zero day in Janu- 
ary was dsked whether his ice was agy 
colder: than in July. He thought not. But 
as a'‘matter of fact a piece of summer 
ice, if he had had it, would have been 
something of a foot warmer for him, as 
it would have been 30 degrees warmer 
than the air of the bottom of his wagon. 

Mixing salt with ico makes it much 


cooler. The ice in an ice cream: freezer 
goes down to about zero. This is why the 
point zero on our common thermometers 
was fixed where it is. It was supposed to 
be the ‘lowest point which could be 
reached by artificial means. Since then 
we have reached about 383 degrees below 
zero, by chemical processes. 

Ice will cool down, with everything: else, 
on a cold night to zero or below. What 
should prevent it? On a day when it is 
just freezing a block of iron and a block 
of ice outdoors will stand at 32 degrees. 
If the weather grows warmer the fron 
will warm up with the weather, but the 


But if the weather grows colder the iron 
and the ice will cool off too, and one just 
as much as the other. 

As ice grows colder it gets harder and 
more brittle. There can be no “hickory 
bend”’ on the sKating pond on a zero day. 
for the ice is then too brittle. Slivers of 
ice dipped in liquid air become so hard 
that they will cut glass. Water thrown 
on ice in the arctic regions will shiver 
it Hke pouring boiling water upon cold 
glass. This is because the ice is so much 
colder than the water. 


A GHOST GAME. 


The spirits in a spiritualistic affair do 
not at first make their appearance, al- 
though the ghostly nature of the evening 
is suggested by each guest having al- 
lotted to him three lives, with advice 
to avoid losing any of them. 

The party then discards for a few mo- 
ments its ghostly character and the play- 
ers find themselves seated in a circle 
enjoying an excéllent game of word build- 
ing. The game is played in this way: One 
person names a letter which the rerson 
at his deft hand is obliged to follow with 
another letter, which could be used in 
ferming a word, but which does not of 
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itself complete one. 
also having a word in mind adds an? 
other which helps to form a word, but 
does not complete one. The fourth person 
does likewise and the game proceeds until 
some player finds that he cannot add an- 
other without forming a word. Whoever 
eompletes a word loses one of his three 
lives. Three lives lost banish one from 
the circle of the living and make a spirit 
of him. 

To make the plan of the game a little 
clearer, let us say that the first player 
having in mind the word archipelago and 
names the letter A. Player number two 
thinking of albatross adds L. Number 
three thinking of allure adds another L. 
Unfortunately for him this addition forms 
the word all, of which he did not think 
and he loses one of his three lives. 

If any player is suspected of naming 
a letter without having a word in mind 
he can-be challenged. If he cannot give 
a word which could be formed by 
using the letter he named he loses a 
“life.’”’ But if he can name one the play- 
er who challenged him loses a life. 

One by one lives are lost and plavers 
drop away, becoming spirits. These spir- 
its have it In their power to make them- 
selves annoying by haunting those who 
are still in the flesh. If any snirit can 


succeed in making one of the living speak 


| to him or answer any question he may 


' ask, he causes the living person to lose 


‘a Hfe. 


There is a prize for the best spirit. 
namel¥ the one who succeeds in making 
most living persons his victims. Anoth- 
er prize, too, is offered to the player 
whom no ghost can down:-and who can- 
not be induced to end a word On any ac- 
count whatsoever." 

The picturesquenes of the affair -is 
greatly increased if each invitee is asked 
to bring with him a ghost costume in 
case he is relegated to the land of shades. 
As the ghost costume consists of nothing 
more elaborate than a sheet and a strip 
of muslin cut to resemble a mask, no 
hostess need hesitate to make the request. 

As soon as a player has formed three 
words, thereby relegating himself to the 
shadow land, he dons his weird costume 
and becomes a veritable ‘‘hant.’’” He does 
his work by sudden sallies, gliding gently 
behind the chairs of the players and en- 
deavoring to catch them off their guard. 
If. of course, the living one realizes by 
whom the observation is made or the 
question is asked, he does not answer. 
But with mind bent upon the game it is 
fatally easy to revly to any observation 
made in a quiet and casual fashion.

SIGNALS WITH KITES. 


It has remained for a bright boy of the 
west to turn kite flying to a new and 
practical account, and this season the 
honors of discovery belong to a boy 
whose father ts one of the wealthy ranch- 
men of Arizona. This boy’s name is Har- 
ry S—, and he is an assiduous kite flyer. 
Like all boys he likes to see his efforts 
appreciated and his amusements turned 
to practical utility. He read a great deal 
about wireless telegraphy, and thought 
what a fine thing it would be on _ his 
father’s ranch, for very often, when the 
cowboys, ranchmen or members of the 
family were at a distance from the home- 
stead, they had no other means of com- 
munication than by riding back. He did 
not see his way clear to installing a wire- 
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less telegraph plant, and besides a wire- 
less telegraph station at one end of the 
ranch would be very little use to people 
several miles on the other side. 

He conceived the idea of employing hi, 
kites, and a very fine and very practical 
signal station, having all the advantages 
of portability, he established. He used 
a box kite of the kind now sold every- 
where, and his -first idea was to run pa- 
per messengers along the string to the 
kite and have them act as the signals. 
just as the tiny little colored flags used 
on yachts and ships are employed. Of 
course, every boy Knows how these pa- 
are worked. They are 
nothing more nor less than round disks 
of colored paper with a small hole in the 
center and a slit from the rim to the cen- 
ter, that they can be slipped on the 
kite string. The action of the wind then 
carries them to the top of the kite. 

Those were the kind of signals Harry 
used at first, but he found that when he 
ran up two or more messengers to tl 
kite they could not be distinguished apa 
at any distance, so he uctermined to find 
a new scheme. 

He secured a very smali and fine pul- 
ley, and this he fastened to the under 
part of the woodwork of the kite. 
Through the pulley he passed a fine, 
strong cord—fishing line he tound to be 
the best thing he could use—and he pulled 
bo.n ends of the cord even, so that they 
hung down with the cable cord that held 
the kite. Now the kite was fitted with 
an anchor weight, as all up-to-date kites 
are nowadays, and when his machine had 
risen to the height at which Harry 
thought it would be visible all over the 
ranch, he anchored . there and was 
ready to begin signaling. 

He used the signal code of the Amer- 
ican marine. You will find it in any book 
on seamanship. The kite served the pur- 
pose of a mast and could be seen for sev- 
eral miles from any part of the ranch.

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IMPRESSIONS OF CHILDREN 
AND ART ACROSS THE WATER

A LITTLE GIRL’S impressions of 


Europe. 

The request that they write an 
article or grant an interview on such a 
subject would appall most little girls who 
are fortunate enough to have traveled in 
Europe, and people who know them and 
the character of the impressions that 
travel usually makes upon children would 
be surprised that such a request be made 
of a little girl. Yet, in one Instance at 
least, the result justifies the demand, 
which was cleverly met by one little girl, 
and in such manner as to do away with 
any possible question as to the wisdom 
of the demand. 

Miss Laura Hill Payne, who returned 
last week from a five months’ visit to 
England, France, Germany, Italy and 
Switzeiland, proves by clear and inter- 
esting comment upon the experiences of 
her trip that a child's impressions need 
not be the vague, confused and therefore 
almort useless series of fading memories 
that it is often contended are the un- 
varying and only mental gain to follow 
upon foreign travel for children, this 
Supposed vagueness of impression being 


{ the only argument, and yet one which is 


often strongly urged, against the profit- 
ableness of their going abroad. 

“I hardly know where to. begin,”’: said 
Miss Payne, “it is such a big subject to 
talk about—one's impressions of Europe. 
To speak first of the places of my deep- 
est interest, though, I should begin with 
Italy, as an art center.” 

And here it may be well to mention 
that Miss Payne has been studying art 
for three years with splendid promise, 
and her impressions of Europe ar: 
strongly colored by her deep interest in 
art. 

‘We spent all the time we could in the 
Italian art galleries, especially in Rome, 
most generally and 
emphatically interesting city of our tour. 
London is dull, but there is much to see: 
Paris is gay, and has plenty of attrac- 
tions; and the Swiss and German towns 
have their many peculiarities that I 
should not like to have missed; but Rome 
is the city I should visit if I had to 
choose between Rome and all the rest.

Many of the little boys wear in the city 
the typical peasant-costume,. which ts no 
longer common in the town, but these Iit- 
tle boys are wise enough to know that 
the ragged, faded but picturesque gar- 
ments will sooner attract the artist in 
search of a model than would the unbe- 
coming tatters of the usual street gamin. 

“The children in Switzerland are very 
interesting, just as all their country is. 
We should liked to have studied the coun- 
try cn! the peopla but, of+ course, we 
had time only to give them a glance, as it 
were. The children are very healthy 
looking. and they are always working. 
Even when they go to the parks they take 
their Knitting, perhaps, and sit down to 
it et once, even the very tiniest ones 
thus busying themselves. Their schools, 
like their government, are conducted ac- 
cording to- systems that are considered 
more rearly perfect than any others in 
Europe. Their education—in the, public 
schools, I mean—is above all things prac- 
tical, and their country, probably as a 
consequence, model one in content- 
ment and prosperity. One day we were 
passing a school in Switzerlan] when we 
saw all the children lying face down- 
ward on the ground in front of the build- 
ing, their arms spread wide and waving 
wildly. We asked what was the matter 
and found they were learning to swim, or 
rather, learning the stroke. 

‘The children in England seemed to be 
very chil'ish, and the girls dress in a 
very childish way, while the boys In con- 
trast begin when they are very young 
to weer long trousers and silk hats. 

“The chileren of France, too, appear to 
be very childish, but I1 saw so few of 
them thet I think what people say of 
them must be trne,’’ concluded Miss 
Payne innocently, ‘“‘tHhat there are not 
many children in France. 

‘Should I like to complete my education 
abroad? Well, no; not all of it. My par- 
ents say, and 1 think most people will 
agree with them, that the five months we 
spent in Europe wes worth more to me 
than a year’s study at home, but further 
than this I think the greater part of 
the foundational work should be done 
at home. A year or two years in a 
French: convent, for instance,*is without 
doubt’ a splendid finish for .a girl's e‘iuca- 
tion, which has been well grounded at 
home. 3ut I met several American girls 
in Europe who had lived in one place 
there for several years studying in the 
language of that country, and they knew 
painfully little of their own language, lit- 
erature and country.

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Will Council Force the Issue? 

On the action of the city council to- 
morrow will depend the issue to be 
raised in the approaching municipal 


‘campaign. 


The mayor has vetoed the Boulevard 
extension of the Forrest avenue fran- 
chise. -He will likewise veto the Pe- 
ters street franchise. The mayor 
takes this position because each of 
these franchise grants is for a period 
of about forty-eight years, the limit be- 
ing the unexpired terms of other fran- 
chises of the company proposing to 
build these two lines. He is opposed 
to the granting of any franchises for a 
longer period than twenty-one years; 
and it is but just to him to say that in 
taking this position he is consistent 
with the declaration to ‘that effect in 
his inaugural message, and with other 
acts of his administration. 

The Constitution believes that the 
mayor has erred in judgment and we 
say this with the most cordial personal 
feeling toward him, and without qués- 
tioning his sincerity. We regret ex- 
ceedingly that these two ordinances 
do not meet his approval and that they 
are in seeming conflict with his posi- 
tion, for the issue as presented in his 
veto, if sustained, must come before 
the people in the approaching munic- 
ipal campaign. for settlement and 
there can be but one result—the peo- 


ple will vote for men favoring the two 
franchises, believing that they should 


be granted in the interest of compe- 
tition. 

With one member absent, there will 
be thirteen votes at Monday's session 
of council. If nine members take is- 
sue with the mayor and stand by the 
action of council in granting the 
‘Boulevard franchise, it will become a 
law. Five members can kill it. 

When these franchises were before 
council, but one member in the en- 
tire body voted against them. If the 
veto is sustained, therefore, it must be 
by the votes of those who but recently 
We do not 
believe that these franchises will be 
killed by those whose votes for them 
in open council admitted the wisdom 
of the adoption of the ordinances 
granting them. 

The defeat of these franchises now 
will simply delay the inevitable. If 
this council defeats them, the people 
will elect a council on the 25th of this 
month, every man of which will have 
pledged himself in advance to vote for 
them in the new council which takes 
its seat next January. 

No man can be elected whose posi- 
tion is not unequivocally in favor ag

New Orleans is in many ways the 
best index of the true cotton condition.

While drawing atten- 
tion to the fact that cotton is not as 
high as at the same time last year, The 
Picayune points that “the stocks are’ 
somewhat larger than they were at 
that time, when-a veritable cotton 
famine stared spinners in the face.” 
Nevertheless, The Vicayune agrees 
with The Constitution in the belief 
that the present demand is for a larger 
supply, and that, therefore, the price 
can go no lower, and may go much 
higher.

The mills have not resorted 
to short time this year, as they did 
last; hence they have been going right 
ahead consuming cotton. [t would take 
a crop of very fair size to supply actual 
requirements, without replenishing 
surplus stocks at all. Although the 
goods trade is represented to be rather 
dull, the mills are not resorting to 
;short time and are consuming their 
usual quota of cotton. Moreover, 
there are many signs that trade is 
picking up, and. there is every reason 
to hope that now that the trade with

Coming to the south, much the same 
condition of affairs prevails. ‘‘The banks 
of Memphis, Galveston and New Or- 
leans, the three great cotton centers.” 
says The Chattanooga Times, commernt- 
ing on this matter, ‘‘are especially strong, 
with a strength that ts all their own. In- 
stead of asking New York money mon- 
gers to furnish means to move the cot- 
ton, the southern banks have the money 
on hand—what they have not deposited 
on interest in the east. Not 10 per cent of 
the money needed for moving the cotton 
will be borrowed from eastern’ bankers, 
whereas it was not more than ten years 
ago when at least 50 per cent was thus 
obtained; some good judges say 7 per 
cent.”’ 

The south and west have enough capi- 
tal to carry on their ordinary business, 
to do such building as is needed and to 
make a number of improvements. Of 
course, more money is needed to develop 
their resources and to assure all the ad- 
vance of which they are capable; and it 
is for that reason that capital is sought 
for. If money is invested here, it will 
add to the wealth and capital of the 
south and west, and thus tend to hasten 
the day when they will be completely in- 
dependent of New York in a financial 
way. The change that has taken place 
in this respect has been extraordinary 
in the last few years, especially in the 
south, where a short time ago not only 
was capital needed for the development 
of its resources lacking, but. every har- 
vest season strained the banks to the ut- 
termost to market the staple crops. 

This is a highly satisfactory condi- 
tion, of the full extent of which we are 
ourselves hardly aware. There waé 
no appreciation of the new purchasing 
power of the southern mills until, two 
years ago, they so boosted up the 
“spot” market that New York was 
completely surprised. “This momen- 
tum of southern capital may- hence- 
forth be expected to break out in 
unexpected places. Notwithstanding 
the rapid progress of manufacturing 
and merchandising during the past 
few years, it amounts to nothing as a 
whole when compared to the opportu- 
nities presented for expansion. The 
more fortunate is it, therefore, that 
right at the time when the demand for 
industrial expansion comes the farm- 
ers of the country should have await- 
ing them almost $700,000,000 with 
which to become partners in the work 
that is to ensue. It is for this reason 
that we say that no man can tell 
where the high wave is to rear its 
crested head. The movement from 
the level is steady, persistent and irre- 
sistible, and we must be prepared for

Later 
she was godmother to the Scott-Samp- 
sén baby. Mr. and Mrs. Scott are tem- 
porarily in Washington. 

A few days after Admiral Watson’s 
utt@érance his daughter went to spend 
the day “with her old friend. Much 
to Miss Watson's surprise, Mrs. Scott 
sent word by a servant that she begged 
to be excused and could not see her. 
The feud has extended to the wives of 
both officers/and will make serious dif- 
ficulty in the social gayeties of the next 
winter.

‘“‘Here the mass of the white voters of 
the state were resolved to eliminate the 
negro vote, and the democrats had a'- 
ready drawn the amendment carrying a 
restriction of the ne Brq vote, but the re- 
publicans, by all sorts*of misrepresenta- 
tion, sought to befeat it. They failed 
utterly in their demagogism and lave of 
negro voters. In Virginia the. constitu- 
tional convention has not yet fixed the 
plan of getting rid of the negro vote, burt 
that doesn’t stop the imitation of the plan

Carolina, and all the speakers denounce 
the plan—whatever it may be—that will 
tuke-the vote from the negro. It is the 
desire to keep the negro vote in Virginia 
as in North Carolina that prompts re- 
publican opposition to the new suffrage 
provision. 

“There is another way in which the Vir- 
ginia republicans are imitating their 
North Carolina brethreh. We are told that 
there were ‘few negro Goregntes in the 
convention,’ and a flash- -light 
took a nergy showing ‘a 
white repub ican convention,’ and 
that fact was heralded to the world. 
The negro was given the ‘wink’ there as 
here. But he will -be at the polls think- 
ing they can foo] the white folks. In this 
state, after having put 1,000 negroes in of- 
fice in 1895-97, the republicans made the 
negro take a back seat in 1898 in the hope 

of fooling the white voters, It did not 
Sebeive anybody in North Carolina; tt 
will not fool the white people of the ‘Old 
Dominion.’ 


The Canteen n Up Again. 
(From The Nashville American.) 
Army officers at the Presidio,.San Fran- 
cisco, have made an official report relative 
to the canteen. This report, which is in- 
dorsed by the army chaplains, favors the 


canteen system as against the present’ 


plan, which ts so profitable to the adja- 
cent dogeries and deadfalls and so de- 
moralizing to the soldiers. These line 
officers, chaplains and surgeons are in 
a position to know what they are talking

For instance, a few weeks ago a minister 
of the gospel declared that “the flood of 
beer that came into Shafter’s army was 
worse than the scanty rations. The can- 
teen was the cause of the sickness that 
broke out in the army before Santiago.”’ 
There wére’ no canteens at Santiago, and 
there was little or’no beer. It was a thor- 


‘oughly sober army, for one excellent rea- 


son,’ if no, other, that it could not be 
otherwise. There’ was nothing to drink. 
Many poor fellows even guiffered for wa- 
ter. The same preacher also made the 
astonishing declaration that “‘the soldiers 
while at Montauk Point were filled up 
with beer secured at illegal canteens, and 
that this course of dissipation prepared 
them to become easy victims of disease 
at Santlago. This is aiso- the testimony 
of many army surgeons.” 

It is easy to expose this ignorant false- 
hood, because it can be nothing less, by a 
single statement of fact. There were no 
soldiers at Montauk Point until they were 
carried there from Santiago after the 
close of the Santiago campaign. No army 
surgeon could have possibly given such 
testimony, because no army surgeon could 
have. been ignorant of of this fact.

Even from the enemy there is more 
consideration occasionally than there is 
from certain. democratic organs. The 
Philadelphia Press .declares that ‘in 
making its fight against Bryan the Chica- 
go Chronicle should keép history straight.

The plea that it is inconvenient 
to the officials to hold converse or to 
transact business in Spanish will not hold 
water. No one is obliged to accept an 
office in the Philippines or in Porto Rico, 
and no one ought to think of applying 
for one unless he can speak Spanish. It 
is the difference between inconveniencing 
and making enemies of 10,000,000 and 
showing favoritism to a few hundred.”

The Herald of Baltimore is somewhat 
dubious about the success of American 
institutions in the Philippines. ‘Local 
government,” it says, “is the creation of 
the Anglo-Saxon people, ‘and as such is 
the heritage of every American. But it is 
decidedly a foreign plant in Filipino ter- 
ritory and will take time to graft itself 
thoroughly and normally among the in- 
habitants of the archipelago.’’

When the su- 
preme court rendered the Dred Scott de- 
cision they not only criticised, but the 
legislatures of several nofthern states 
attempted to nullify it, and northern peo- 
ple disregarded it, and many denounces 
the constitution as a “covenant wath 
death and-an agreement with hell.” 

These people who profess to hold the 
Supreme court in such reverence woul 
not hesitate to assail it if the decisions 
went contrary to their opintors, nor 
would they hesitate to denounce the con- 
stitution should the dav ever come when 
they could not do what they please 


regardless of the constitution.

Tangier, Morocco.—There was a flutter 
of excitement aboard ship as we were 
coming across when we were told by the 
smooth-tongued fakirs who had consti- 
tuted themselves our guides that some of 
the party were to be allowed to make 
an inspection of the harem of the gov- 
ernor. This was touted as one of the 
show places of Tangiers. The men were 
all interested at once. A very charming 
and attractive philosopher whom I know 
holds that every man is more or less of 
a Turk at heart, and the eagerness with 
which some of the men in our party 
grabbed at this harem suggestion made 
me fear that perhaps her bit of philoso- 
phy finds basis on fact. 

Then there was broken to us the sad 
news—sad to these other chaps, not to 
myself, you understand—that under no 
possible circumstances would the men 
_be allowed.to break into the sacred pre- 
cincts of haremdom, but that the ladies 
might. The spirits of the ladies rose as 
those of the men sank. They had not 
been particularly enthusiastic about mak- 
ing this tour of inspection in mixed com- 
pany, for they had always nursed the 
idea that a harem must be something 
very naughty; but when thev foung they 
could go by themselves with no male 
eve to look upon their curiosity, they were 
jubilant.

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about the only articles that the venders 
and shopkeepers here care particularly 
about selling. At this bazaar we had 
Stamps shoved in our faces at every turn. 
The moment one of the crowd asked the 
price of an article and said it was too 
much, that minute he had a sheet of 
Moorish .stamps shoved under his nose. 
It was so at other shops and a crowd of 
stamp-lAden fakirs is laying for one out- 
side the hotel while I write. I suppose 
somebody must have come along here 
who, by word or action, created the im- 
pression that all Americans are stamp 
fiends. 

The stamps look like the old Moorish 
coins. I suppose they go all right for 
the inland post, but they do not figure 
in the international postal unfon. The 
5-cent stamp for foreign letters is a 
Gibraltar stamp—2-pence, half-pennv— 
with the words “Morocco District” print- 
ed in-black across its face. 

Where was I in the chronicling of the 
day’s experiences? Oh, ves. The Moor- 
ish bazaar. Coming out from there we 
had another lively experience. The street 
at the bottom of the exit from the build- 
ing was not over four feet wide and the 
donkeys and darky boys were crowded 
in these until they were wedged into one 
compact mass. The donkeys were the only 
quiet animals in the crowd. The boys 
had got to fighting before we tried to 
get out, and their scrapping was trebled 
when we tried to vet out. Without giv- 
ing us any sort of opportunity to make 
our way out to our several donkeys, each 
fellow pulled and hauled his little beast 
in an endeavor to get him closest to the 
door. How we ever got out of it straight 
I do not pretend to know. One lady did 
not. In the excitement her escort failed 
to keep the ends of her donkey straight 
in his mind; the result was that when 
the cavalcade began to move she found 
herself calmly riding backward, her face 
toward the donkey’s tail. That's a true 
bill. The lady is well known in Atlanta. 

Those of The Constitution's readers 
who have never been outside the United 
States can have no conception 
way these’ old cities are built. 
a citv as large as Savannah or Augusta 
or Birmingham, for instance, and vet 
there is not a street -here over eight or 
ten feet wide. The great majority of 
them are,narrower than that. They go 
sheer up ithe hills with no idea of regu- 
larity or continuity or anything. There is 
no suggestion of paving. There is not a 
wheeled vehicle here, for there is no place 
one could navigate. Nothing can get 
around except these little burros, which 
are such sure-footed mountain. climbers. 
They are the beasts of burden. Camels 
are seen here, but they do their work 
in the interior, not here. Everything is 
carried on the donkey. The Cecil is build- 
ing an addition, using steel rafters in its 
construction; we saw these being car- 
ried on the back of a tiny donkey. An- 
other was carrying what must, have been 
half a wagon load of heavy timbers. 
Everywhere we turned we saw the little 
fellows loaded down with baskets of vege- 
tables or of anything else that had to 
be transported. The men carry nothing, 
the donkeys everything. 

I tried to get hold of a map of Tangier 
in the hope of obtaining some idea of 
where we were going, but such a thing 
was not to be had. No man could possi- 
bly retain a sense of direction in that 
labyrinth of winding, twisting little al- 
leys called by courtesy streets, -I only

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know we climbed around and around, and 
all the time up. The most respectable 
looking part of the town we struck called 
forth sneers from that beautiful speci- 
men of deviltry, Mismudi, who had by 
this time attached himself to me, for it 
was the ‘Jews’ Quarter.’”

ish Jew. He says in their defense that 
most of the Jews here came from Spain, 
where their race had been compelled to 
undergo centuries of persecution; that 
the only way they can obtain protection 
here, even in this enlightened twentieth 
century, is by purchasing it; and that of 
necessity he has to submit to all sorts 
of indignities .and pe feecetions in order 
to live. 

Out of the Jewish Quarter, past the 
Jews’ market, up more hills, until we are 
in a broad, open space in front of the 
Moorish prison and the Moorish bank. 
These are show places. Just before I 
reached this spot my donkey and I man- 
aged to furnish a good deal of amuse- 
ment to a school of little natives who had 
turned out to see us. For some reason 
which I fail to appreciate, one crowd 
thought it especially ludicrous that >I 
should have drawn the smallest donkey 
in the lot. He was the best, I'll swear it, 
even if he did try to bolt down a side 
street over a hill just as the school chil- 


| 
dren came out. 


The Moorish prison is a chamber of 
horrors. You pay 10 pence to peep through 
at-a lot of poor wretches sitting on the 
nasty floor of a nasty room weaving bas- 
kets, and then you wish yow had paid 10 
shillings or even $10 for the privilege of 
staying away. It would have been worth 
it. The scene inside that prison will lose 
me many hours’ sleep, I am sure. 

The bank is next door. A half dozen 
inoffensive and unarmed soldiers sit upon 
the steps and we are not allowed to en- 
ter. Ducali says there is nothing to see 
there. I suppose there is no rake-off for 
him. 

From the bank we all go to the harem. 
It is.not far.. The ladies dismount: and

Why is it, I wonder, that the idea of a 
harem appeals to so many men? Tfiere 
were some in our party—I am naming 
no names—who would have been glad to 
pass inside those sacred portals and wh») 
even endeavored to bribe the eunuch on 
guard. 

They would have been disappointed, 
even if they had succeeded, for the ladies 
have told me all there is to there. 
They were met at the door by a big negro 
woman with rings in her ears, who led 
them through a long hall 6r passageway 
set in mosaics to a large central room, 
where they were with considerable form 
presented to the four wives of the gov- 
ernor. Off from this center room were 
a number of smaller rooms—bed rooms— 
each entered by an arched entrance. Tn 
each of these smaller rooms there was 
an English wooden bed with curtains; 
in each room there was a Httle tin trunk 
such as the English take much delight in. 
There was no other furniture, but around 
tne walls mattresses were spread. In the 
largest of these rooms, presumably that 
of the favorite wife, a man's khaki hel- 
met and swords hung on the wall. 


The Wives cf the Harem. 
wives met the vistters with faces 
with every evidence -of 
cordiality. The conversation which passed 
between the two parties was entirely of 
a sign manual character and was not. 
therefore, particularly brilliant. The 
wives were all Moorish women and tw» 
of them were young and pretty. One of 
these had a young baby, of which she 
was very proud after the manner of 
Christian mothers. I reckon they're the 
same the world over. Those Moorish 
women all had soft, musical voices. They 
wore a number of bracelets and rings, 
some of which they sold to the visitors. 

This harem was the one clean place 
in Tangier outside of the hotel, which is 
essentially English, although owned by 
a patriarchal Moor named Absalom. The 
most strinking piece of furniture or fur- 
nishings in the house was a silver teapot 
made by Gorham, in New York. 

While the ladies were enjoying the hos- 
pitality of the four queens of the harem, 
the rest of us.were having the usual 
merry little Tangier time on the outside. 
There was a turning in the narrow street 
just beyond the entrance to the palace, 
and the result was another congestion 
like unto that in the alley outside the 
bazaar. As if the cries of the donkey 
boys, the merry jests of statesmen and 
the jollying of the American soldiers did 
not make a sum total of noise sufficiently 
great to meet all the demands of the 
situation. Mrs. Grant's three little girls 
did a very successful continuous per- 
formance of cry over the disappearance 
of their mother, who had gone inside. 
The only time they were comforted was 
when the crowd succeeded in inducing 
Dave Mercer to make a political speech. 
For some reason this had a soothing 
effect upon the children. There were 
hearty calls for Senator Bacon and Mr. 
Joy, but somehow the _ surroundings 
seemed to be teo diverting. 

The wait outside seemed very long, 
but finally the ladies Appeared, beaming 
anil happy. They may not*have told us 
all they saw but I think they did. They 
raved over the béauty of one of the 
young women—the proud mother of the 
small baby—and seemed to think harem 
wives have about as easy a time as 
wives anywhere. We had now reached

After a few more bewildering turns 
through the nasty, narrow streets, we 
were surprised by the discovery of one 
of reasonable width. We struck this at 
a high point, from which we got a 
very goa0od view of the _ city  »be- 
low us, and had it not been 
for the stenches from which we could 
not escape, the scene would have ap- 
peared strongly to the artistic senses. 
As it was, our only thought was to get 
to the beach, where there were breezes 
from the sea. 

We were in this state of mind when 
we reached the Cecil. Small wonder we 
immediately voted this bit of Old Eng- 
land one of the provinces of Paradise. 
Here is as clean, well kept and as pret- 
tv an inn as could be found in any of 
the villages of England: cool breezes 
sweep in from the sea and cool Scotch 
and soda is wafted to us from the bar. 
A rare combination—one calculated to 
give a roseate tinge to even less at- 
tractive surroundings. 

Here Ducali Unmasks. 

It was here that the lovely Ducali 
threw off his Dr. Jekyll make up and 
got back to the original Mr. Hyde. 
When we made our arrangements with 
him, the largest item, apparently, was 
$7 for the transfer of the entire party 
from the ship to the pier and back again.

Do you wonder there was a howl? Joy 
looked Ducahi over, took a small sip of 
his Scotch, and in less time than it takes 
to tell it ail a latter-day Moor was being 
given a new idea of the possibilities of 
the English language. yood St. Louis 
English it was, and it meant much. 
Ducali’s face blanched under the first on- 
slaught, but he sooh recovered his equa- 
nimity and his sweet, sofe smile. This 
was a fair charge, an eminently fair 
charge, he protested; indeed, it was just 
as he had agreed. There would be noth- 
ing in it for him  personaliy—nothing 
save the pleasure of having served the 
dear Americanos, whom he loved. They 
had beaten the ‘‘damn Spaniards’’ and 
had won his heart. Money? What cares 
a Moor for money. He would work for 
the Americans for nothing, so great 
was’ his love for them. With each of 
these protestations the vigor of Joy’s re- 
joinders increased. An angry crowd of 
Moors: gathered about and there were 
fears among the women that there might 
little surreptitious stiletto work. 
Joy knew them better. He knew 
Ducali was asking about twice as 
much as he expected to get, and that 
the only wav to handle him was rough- 
shod. The wrangling continued until the 
rest of us got tired, but the St.: Louis 
statesman stuck manfully to his work. 
Finally, an umpire was called in: The 
patriarch Absolom, long dean of the 
corps of guides and now the proprietor 
of the Hotel Cecil, a gentleman and an 
honest man, came to the rescue. Like 
a general used to command he swept 
Ducali aside and in five minutes the Dill 
had been cut in two. . We paid Ducall 
something less than $45. . 

This was supposed to cover everything, 
but of course we did not get out quite 
Everybody tipped his donkey 
boy. The only individual in the crowd 
who didn't ask for money was Ham- 
duchis. who had been so good to me; 
I took his picture along with that of 
DucalHt and he was happy. My donkey 
boy was made happy by a shilling, 
which was equal to two day's hire, but 
when I insisted upon a snap at the don- 
key he begged ‘a six pence more. Twice 
as much wouldn't tempt him to stand be- 
fore the camera. He had a holy terror 
of that instrument of torture. I com- 
promised on taking Mismudi with the 
donkey and was glad of the substitute, 
for Mismudi had won my heart. 

The devil incarnate. A beautiful chap 
of fifteen, who has in his head the wick- 
edness and the wisdom of the whole 
world. A Moor and proud of it. A man 
of Tangier from the top of his red fez 
to the tip of his bare brown legs—a faith- 
ful follower of the prophet who would 
not sink to the. petty sin of larceny, but 
could be relied upon to stich his knife 
deep in the heart of his enemy. If there 
are secret passages into the harem of 
the governor, he has found them. 

“Mr. Hammad” he called me from the 
first. He said it sweetly as if it were a 
term of endearment and I was happy, 
but he may have been making sport of 
me for all I know. Ignorance is bliss. 

Mismudi knew America. He had been 
to New York as servant to a traveler, 
had wandered through the Bowery and 
along Broadway at night,: talks in his 
broken English of the Tenderloin and 
Shanley’s, and still is happy in Tangier. 
We offered him much money to go with 
us, but he scorned the offer. Some day 
he would go to London again; but now

Suit Against Southern Involves 
+ Important Poin's 


HEARD BEFORE JUDGE FITE 


Question Raised as to the Southern’s 
Right of Subrogation to Rights 
Granted Domestic Corpora- 
tions—Demurrer Will 

; Be Argued. 


Hearing wat begun vesterday before 
Judge A.’ W. Fite, in the state library 
at the capitol, af a-suit instituted by the 
special attorney of the Western and At- 
lantic railrdad against the Southern 
Railway Comparry, which involves many 
important poirsts' In railroad law and 
which is expected to have an important 
bearing on the failroad situation of the 
state. 

The suit involves the right of the 
Southern to the use of about 4 miles 
of the right away wf the Western and 
Atlantic, just south of and leading into 
Dalton To be exact, the distance is 3.97 
miles. The suit instituted before Judge 
Fite is brought for the purpose of re- 
covering rental fof this plece of track 
since 1894, the year the Southern took 
possession, and for the purpose of de- 
termining whether the Southern has a 
right to the track or whether it belongs 
to the state. 

There will be brought into this litiga- 
tion the question of whether a foreign 
corporation coming into Georgia can be 
subrogated to the rights of a domestic 
corporation, such as are granted by the 
legislature. In other words, the question 
will be raised as to whether the South- 
ern, which is a foreign corporation, in- 
corvorated in Virginia, can acquire the 
rights of the old Dalton and Gadsden 
railroad, which were granted by the leg- 
islature in 1859. This, it is said, may 
bring up the question of the Southern’s 
becoming incorporated in Georgia, since 
it has acquired -a large number of rtghts 
granted to domestic corporations, by rea- 
son of its purchase of railroad Mnes for- 
merly owned by such corporations. 

A Little History. 

To understand the case before Judge 
Fite, it is necessary to go back to the 
incorporation of the Dalton and Gadsden 
railroad company in 18%. Following this 
incorporation in 1859, the legislature 
passed an act authorizing the governor 
to give permission to the Dalton and 
Gadsden to ijiay its tracks ‘for a short 
distance’ on the right of way of the 
Western and Atlantic, from and south 
of Dalton, provided the Dalton and Gads- 
den would grant the same privilege to 
the Western and Atlantic, and provided, 
in the opinion of the governor, this 
would not be incompatable with the pub- 
Me interests. 

In the same year that, this act was 
passed the Dalton and Gadsden became 
the Dalton and Jacksonville. In 1866 the 
Dalton and Jacksonville, the Georgia and 
Alabama and several other roads were 
consolidated under the corporate title of 
the Selma, Rome and Dalton Railroad 
Company. This latter company’s prop- 
erty was sold under an order of court 
fn 1875, and was. afterwards incorpo- 
rated by the legislature as the Georgia 
Southern Railroad Company. About 1888 
the Georgia Southern Railway was 
bought by the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and Georgia Railroad Company, which 
became a few years later the East Ten- 
nessee Virginia and Georgia Railway 
Company, still “holding all the aequired 
Rights of the other corporations which 
‘went into it. 

In 1894 the East Tennessee was ac- 
quired by the Southern, which is incor- 
porated under the laws of Virginia. This 
is, in brief, the railroad history of the 
present litigation. 

What fhe Litigants Claim. 

The state contends that the Southern 
Owes it rental ow the 4 miles of ‘right 
of way south of Dalton since 1894. The 
amount of this rental is not stated, but 
experts put it at from $1,000 to $1,500, a 
year, and the total value of the property 
at from $20,000 to $30,000. ) 

The state contends that the order of 
authority to the Dalton and Gadsden 
Fraliiroad, authorized in the act of 1859, 
Was never given by any governor of the 
state. R. M. Hitch, executive secretary 
to Governor Candler, was sworn as a 
witness vesterday before Judge Fite, and 
testified that there was no such order on 
any of the executive minutes or in any 
of the records in the executive office. 

The Southern contends that such an 
order was given and says it will so 
show at the proper time. 

The state holds even if such an order 
Was granted by a governor of the state 
to the Dalton and Gadsden Railroad 
Company, it was granted to that moad 
alone and not to any assignee of that 
company. The Southern holds thae the 
Successors to the Dalton and Gadsden 
acquired all the rights that it possessed. 

In the third place the state holds 
that even iftthese other contentions are 
‘not good, the privilege granted under the 
act of 1859 was granted to a domestic 
corporation, and that such rights and 
privileges cannot be acquired by for- 
elgn corporations. The Southern .will,

May Go to U. S. Supreme Court. 

The importance of this litigation to 
the state, in one respect, at least, lies 
in the fact that in the course of time 
it will probably have to double track the 
state road, and without the possession 
of this right of way it could not do so, 
unless it purchased other property for 
the purpose. If, therefore, it can estab- 
lish that the Southern holds the posi- 
tion of a tenant, that would settle the 


question. | 

It is said this case will in all proba- 
bility go to the supreme court of the 
United ‘States, before the questions in- 
volved are finally determined. This pre- 
diction was made by W. A. Wimbish, 
when he was special attorney for the 
Western and Atlantic railroad. 

The day yesterday was consumed in 
the hearing of testimony as to the value 
of the piece of right of way in dis- 
pute, and as stated, Mr. Hitch also testi- 
fied thet there was no executive order 
issued under the act of 1859. 

The attorneys for the Southern filed a 
demurrer 'to the petition, and this will 
be argued before Judge Fite, now that 
all the evidence for the state is in, on 
October 2. 

The state was represented in the case 
by Attorney General J. M. Terrell, E.° T. 
Brown, special attorney for the Western 
and Atlantic, and H. N. Randolph. The 
Southern was represented by Judge P. 
H. Brewster, of Dorsey, Brewster & 
Howell, and I. E. S. Shewmate, of the 
firm of Shewmate & Maddox, of Dalton. 

Another Similar Case. 

A cease similar to the foregoing has 
been filed in the superior court of Ful- 
ton county. This case involves the right 
of the Southern to the use of six or 
eight miles of the right of way of the 
Western and Atlantic running out of At- 
lanta. This right was acquired, it is 
claimed, through the old Georgia West- 
ern Railroad Company. The right was 
granted to that company by the state 
on condition that it would pay the state 
$1,000. The state holfis that this $1,000 
was never paid.

H. & B. Beer’s Cotton Letter. 


New Orleans, August 3! .—Liverpool was dis- 
appointing, and cables stated that the minus 
stock correction there had already been dis- 
counted, Our market consequently opened {2 
to 13 points lower, subsequently improved || 
to 13 points on fresh buying from Texas, de- 
clined 6 to 8 points later on realizing, closing 

to 8: points lower on the day. While che 
recent advance may have caused a better feel-’ 
ing in Fall River, it has also entirely checked 
business for account for European spinners, 
who refuse to take hold, as trade conditions 
show no indication of revival, The Chroni- 
cle’s weekly report was bullish, yet it had no 
appreciable effect in sustaining values, not- 
withstanding the expectation of a very poor 
bureau on next Tuesday. Spots are easier and 
offerings of large quantities from various sec- 
tions of the belt at concessions found no tak- 
ers. Good showers were reported from many 
points in central Texas, If thes@ become gen- 
eral it might have a depressing effect on val- 
ues, On the whole, we again reiterate, the sit- 
uation is such that extreme caution should be 
exercised around these figures, because with 
the restricted spot demand it will require con- 
tinual buying to maintain the present level 
unless assistance is soon received from out- 
siders, who so far have not been attracted to 
the article. 


Absolute Failure Improbable. 


New Orleans, August 3!.—In connection with 
its regular review of the movement and cun- 
ditions in the cotton trade, The New Orleans 
Trade Index tomorrow will say concerning the 
crop of the commercial year just opening: 

‘The new crop is now commencing te move 
in the western districts, and first bales have 
been numerous in all sections. The prospects 
of the crop &re, upon the whole, less favorable 
to a large yield than was generally accepted 
a month ago. Some improvement in condition 
was made duri the first days of August, but 
latterly complaints of meg? by continued 
drought in central and north-central Texas 

frequent.and loud, compelling atten- 
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tion where doubts had before existed, In view 
of the facts shown in the rain table, it may 
be questioned whether these complaints are. in 
all cases, well founded. That some poinis 
have suffered is plain, but the moisture record- 
ed, while not heavy, had been too generally 
distributed to make an absolute failure prob- 
able. In the east the complaint has been from 
the reverse cause, too much rain causing rust 
and shedding, reducing, tt is said, a previously 
fair prospect to a very indifferent promise. .The 
section tributary to New Orleans has appar- 
ently fared better than other portions of the 
belt and less complaint is heard from it than 
elsewhere, Its crop is in good condition, prom- 
ising an abundant yield.”’ 

The rain table referred to is comptied from 
government records and takes in the entire 
State of Texas, some eighty-five stations being 
reported. The data given covers comparative 
figures in inches, for this year and last, for 
April, May, June, July and August, and shows 
considerable precipitation even in the supposed 
“‘drought stricken’’ district.

The New York Financier says: 

‘‘The cash in the banks last week was large- 
ly affected by the ordinary sub-treasury opera- 
tions as well as the interior movement of 
money. The extraordinary operations of the 
sub-treasury consisted of the payments for 
$1,502,200 new gold on assay office checks, 
representing domestic bullion and deposits at 
Pacific coast points and the disbursement of 
$348,500 for bonds and of $913,000 for. pen- 
sions. These items make the total of $2,763,- 
700. The sub-treasury recejved from the banks 
$1,850,000 for transfer to the interior, leaving 
$913,700 net gain to the banks on extraor- 
dinary operations. Receipts by the sub-treasury 
for customs, internal revenue and other items 
were $18,929,000, while the disbursements to 
the banks for ordinary purposes were $14,- 
305,300, leaving an excess of receipts over 
Payments by the sub-treasury of $4,623,- 
700. The banks shipped directly to the interior 
$5,998,600 exclusively of transfers in the above 
Statement and the banks received from the 
interior $4,395,300, leaving as the net loss 
to the banks on this direct movement $1,603, - 
500. Adding the net loss to the banks of 
$3,710,500 on sub-treasury operations, both 
ordinary and extraordinary, makes the total 
the loss of cash by the bank for the week of 
$5,314,000. The bank returns showed #@ loss 
of $6,235,100 in cash. The loans were ex- 
panded by $7,349,200. There was a decrease 
of only $27,700 in deposits, whereas there 
should have been shown an increase of $1,114,- 
190. The circulation gained $1,019,080 and 
the loss in surplus reserve was $6,228,175. 
leaving this item at $11,919,925. There was 
good evidence early last week that some 
$4,000,000 cash which had been sent to Phila- 
delphia late in the previous week had been 
returned to this city. How much of this money 
came back, however, it is difficult to estimate. 
but to the extent that it was returned, the 
condition of. banks as regards cash was im- 
proved, It will be observed that the drain of 
money into the treasury from the banks for 
customs. and internal revenue was quite large 
last.week, and this movement may continue in 
importance in the near future. In such a case 
a concurrent movement to the east for va- 
rious purposes would very soon seriously reduce 
the surplus reserves. It is true that the as- 
sistant treasurer has been ‘given authority to 
buy bonds in liberal amounts should they be 
offered, put judging from the comparatively 
small tenders of bonds which were made last 
week, relief to the market through bond pur- 
chases should relief. be needed, will be quite 
uneffective. Any materfal advance in rates: for 
money as the result of terise conditions would 
be almost certain to ca@uge such a fall in for- 
eign exchange rates as’ to bring gold from 
Europe. This would: afford far more effective 
relief to the market than any other available 


method,’’

THE WEEK IN WALL STREET. 


New York, August 31.—The stock market con 
Monday suggested, and that of Tuesday con- 
firmed, the inference that the elaborate efforts 
which had been making by a contingent of 
professional operators for two weeks previous 
to awaken a speculative movement in stocks 
on the part of the outside public had been ef- 
fectual. The recognition of this fact caused 
considerable throwing over of stocks to realize 
by the professionals and the sharp break in 
prices on Tuesday afternoon. The subsequent 
firmness of the market in spite of semi-stagna- 
tion, indicated that the liquidation had come 
from the weaker class of operators, Better 
fortified holders seemed disinclined to let go, 
and there were evidences of quiet accumula- 
tion of various stocks, The market, however, 
had in the main reflected a waiting attitude 
toward securities, pending the clearing away 
of various uncertainties overhanging the mar- 
ket with the undertone of confidence in ultimate 
values of securities obviously undisturbed, The 
chief deterrent factor against speculative ven- 
tures is the future requirements of currency 
to move the crops, which are growing dally 
more defined. An additional consideration was 
the decision to close the stock exchange on 
Saturday preceding the Monday holiday, which 
served to check speculation as a three day !n- 
terval in the trading always does. Opinion 
in Wall street is that the Steel stock has spent 
its force, But the technical market position 
of the United States Steel stocks is in some 
doubt... There has been a considerable outlay 
of resources to support and protect the prices 
of thdse stocks while they were under pres- 
sure, Up.to this time any advance in their 
prices has brought out offerings indicating a 
disposition to market the holdings thus uc- 
quired. Speculation in the stocks has conse- 
quently been very light here. Thé effect upon 
the market is feared of a possible drag from 
this source upon any attempted general ad- 
vance, The action of’the market on Tuesday, 
when the price of corn turned strongly upward 
again, showed that a renewal of favorable crop 
reports might still have power to depress the 
stock market, The deterioration of the cotton 
crop is an influence in the same category. The 
reopening of the dispute between France 1nd 
Turkey is kept under observance, Only light 
disturbance, has thus far been shown in any 
of the securities markets. But any event 
threatening a recrudescence of the eastern 
question and its complicated conflicts of na- 
tional interests in Europe is necessarily taken 
to account in the financial world, In the money 
market the large shipments of currency to the 
interior have demonstrated that New York will 
be subjected to the usual demand for financing 
the crop movement, and at a period rather 
earlier than last year. Meantime there is no 
indication of a relaxation of the unexpected 
requirements upon the money market of New 
York treasury operations by reason of the sur- 
plus. Apparently the surplus in the revenues 
for August will be approximately $5,000,000. 
The treasurv demands upon the money market 
thus far this month have been upward of $8,- 
000,000 in excess of those for last August. 
The discrepancy is principally due to the calling 
in of the extended 2 per cent last August. Up 
to September | last year there had beenu $17,- 
238,850 of those bonds redeemed, The reduc- 
tion in the revenues from the changes in the 
tax laws has not proved anywhere near cs 
great as was calculated, the reduction thus far 
in August compared with last year being less 
than $4,000,000, It is explained that delay 
in the redemption of purchased and unused 
revenue stamps owing to the clerical difficul- 
ties, and in disbursements on army and other 
contracts, owing to the adjustments in prog- 
ress, may affect future comparisons of treas- 
ury receipts and expenditures, It will be re- 
membered that the government disbursements 
last year and the halt in trade activity resulted 
in a fairly plethoric condition of the local 
money market, At the same time, the heavy 
outlay of the Transvaal gold supply had badiv 
depleted the Bank of England reserve, leading 
to the placing of a large portion of the consol 
issue in this country and the resulting export 
from New York for two weeks in August of 
$17,386,227 in gold. Before this relief the 
Bank of England's proportion of reserve to 
liability had fallen to near 36 per cent, On 
Thursday of this week it was above 53 per 
eent, The Bank of France and al 


é 


Bank of Germany are also very strong in re- 
serves. ._Kut whether this promises a_ free 
movement of gold to New York this fall is 
not yet clear. The trade depression in Ger- 
many and the condition of distrust in financial 
matters necessitate the conservation of heavy 
reserves. It is reported that after the coming 
Visit of the czar to France the Russian govern- 
ment will place a large loan in Paris, The 
Transvaal gold supply to the London money 
market is still cut off, Between September | 
and November | of last year cash reseftves of 
New York banks were reduced more than $40,- 
000,000. There is not much ground for expect- 
ing, therefore, that the New York money mar- 
ket will not be subject to the usual process of 
loan contraction this fall to offset the inroads 
upon reserves to meet fmterior demands, ind 
an escape from money stringency will depend 
upon the relief to be afforded by gold imports 
and the readiness of foreign money nm@rkets 
to respond to demands for that purpose,

Plan of Examinations. 


Tt has been determined that all pupils 
wo are to be examined for grade must 
report at their district schools for ex- 
amination on Friday, September 6. Those 
pupils not promoted from any grade who 
wish to pass up to the next grade will 
be given an opportunity to stand an ex- 
amination on the same day. Pupils of 
the Girls’ High sehool who dropped out 
of school before the close in June and 
who wish to re-enter must report at the 
school on next Friday. September 6. 

Those children regularly promoted to 
grades and all who wil! belong to the 
first grade grammar schools will nof re- 
port on Friday next, but will take their 
places on the opening day of the session, 
Monday, September 9.

ITH the week of the horse show 
will come two notably, brilliant 
entertainments, it is rumored, the 
one to be given by the Piedmont Driving 
Club and the other by the Capital City 


Club. 

The entertainment given by the Pied- 
mont Driving Club will combine all the 
pleasures of an indoor and out of door 
entertainment. The New York building 
will be thrown open for dancing, with 
the verandas canvased in, while about 
the club house proper and inside a deli- 
cious supper will be served. There will 
be music inside and outside, and the re- 
ception will begin immediately after the 
programme of the horse show, it being 
the intention of the committee to have 
all performances conclude at 11 o'clock 
each evening. It is likely that the Pied- 
mont Club will entertain the second even- 
ing of the horse show, as the proposed 
entertainment at the Capital City Club 
will be in the nature of a brilliant ball 
to be given the last evening of the hprse 
show. as a fitting climax of the week's 
gayeties, and as a compliment to the 
distinguished guests in the city at the 
time. This ball would be the _ initial 
feature of the season’s pleasures at the 
club, and would sustain the reputation of 
the members as being the most practi- 
cally public spirited and hospitable body 
of men in the city. It is estimated that 
there will be in the city at the time of 
the horse show as many visiting stran- 
gers as there were at any time during 
the Cotton States and International ex- 
position, and evéry ‘arrangement being 
made suggests that Atlanta’s fame as 
the most progressive and hospitable city 
in the south will be fully demonstrated. 
Besides the two club entertainments be- 
ing discussed as among those of horse 
show week, it is rumored that several of 
Atlanta’s most charming hostesses will 
open their homes for informal evening 
receptions after the horse show perform- 
ances, while innumerable supper. parties 
are being planned for. $ 

But it seems almost superfluous to 
forecast the success of the social! side 
of the horse show, for the social side 
of any enterprise undertaken here is as- 
sured success even in its incipiency. 

The people of the south are social 
through preference and through inheri- 
tance. Our slave-holding ancestors in 
the midst of a country sparsely settled 
and under the influence of a climate 
that did not conduce to excessive phys- 
ieal exertion found their pleasure large- 
ly in reading and in social intercourse, 
and these tastes nassed down through 
generations have so moulded the custom 
and thought of the majority that the 
stranger within o:§ gates soon comes 
to feel that there is no use trving to 
resist the current and that if he has not 
the virtue of ‘‘sociability’’ that he must 
assume it for the time at least. 

An it is this very genius for the so- 
cial life that enables the people of the 
south to make such marked success 
along the lines where it wou!d not seem 
that we are strongest. 

For instance, let us but consider what 
was the real secret of the wonderful suc- 
cess of inst vear's horse show! No one 
who was present will deny that there 
Were many horses entered that were well 
worth the seeipg; and all will agree that 
the situation of the auditor has much 
to recommend it and yet I do not hest- 
tate to say that when due ailowance is 
made for all the material points of ad- 
Vantage that can be claime:! for it. that 
there is still a large sum to the credit 
sice of Atlanta's first horse show that 
can not be accounted for bv reference 
to anything except that spirit of social 
good cheer, and that feeling that every- 
body was having a good time. That was 
sO apparent that those even who did 
not recognize it, felt its influence; so in 
preparing fof 2 repetition of last year's 
success let us bear in mind that the 
surest road to eyen greater, is along the 
line of social good will. 

A different order may prevail in other 
sections, but with us our social bounda- 
ries can not be limited to a few hundred. 
Atlanta is the rendezvous of the people 
of half a dozen states, peovle whose 
families have been for’ generations 
among the entertainers and the 
entertained, and our representative 
citizens owe it to themselves and 
to our place to see that the annual 
horse show is <& occasion of bringing 
together those who, but for some such 
occasion, would in time drift apart. 
There is, after all, no higher ambition 
than that which prompts the people of 
a@ locality to share their prosperity 
(no matter its measure) with others 
and I do not think the prophesy even 
savors of exaggeration when it is sug- 
gested that in this annual meet the peo- 
ple of Atlanta have the opportunity to 
exercise an influence that will tend to 


broaden and energize the social life of 
the whole south.

country to become more useful to herself, 
and thereby to become more useful.in that 
section of the state in which she may be.

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The women of the city who have al] the 
advantages of study, discussion and in- 
vestigation have in organized effort doné 
a great deal toward arousing general in- 
terest in the women of the country 
through cluy movements, traveling libra- 
ries and correspondence medtums, but 
there is still a great deal to be done, and 
it would seem that no more practical 
work could be initiated in the fall than 
to pursue some means by which the 
country woman of Georgia may be stim- 
ulated in the interest of agriculture and 
domestic science. 

The lack of thrift of which she is ac- 
cused; her ignorance of all the knowledge 
upon which the comfort and progress of 
_the home is based has been long enough 
Vchagsged; investigation has proved the 
truth of the charge in innumerable in- 
stances and now something must be done 
to remedy this barrier to the development 
of the rural homes of the commonwealth. 

Conditions that have long existed can- 
not be improved in a day, and the work 
is one that the progressive woman will 
not find so agreeable as the reading of 


the papers have been read and digested 
and their suggestive influence must make 
itself practically felt through the efforts 
of the women who have heard them and 
who should now be ready to practically 
apply the many :theories advanced. 

The women of the west interested in 
work among their sex in remote parts of 
the states have done excellent work in 
the encouragement of arts and crafts. 
They have gone among the women and 
sent missionaries among them to. see 
wherein their resources lay and what 
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could be done by these women just where 
they were—within the home. In investi- 
gating what work they @ould do and in 
securing a market for their wares (how- 
ever homely), the missionary would begin 
her work in the interest of home science. 
While discussing lace making, quilting 
and embroidery or anything of the kind 
lessons were given in the rudiments of 
home cleanliness, cooking and the like, 
and in that way a spirit of thrift inspired 
where it had never before existed. 

A number of progressive women in 
Kentucky have inaugurated a social set- 
tlement there among the mountain whites 
of Sassafras, Ky., that is attracting gen- 
era] attention and cemmendation. Several 
young women interested in the work, and 
skilled in domestic science, have under- 
taken it and a recent report of it in part 


Savs: 

“There was nothing didactic about the 
teaching. As a beginning the girls and 
women from the village were invited to 
bring materials and help prepare supper. 
The kitchen, with its oilcloth roof, the 
boxes nailed to the trees for china closets, 
the baskets of provisions hung to the 
lower boughs—everything had a fete-like 
air. A teacher of hygienic cooking from 
the school at Battle Creek helped to pre- 
pare the supper. Only the simplest ma- 
terials and those most readily obtdAined 
were used. The different and best ways 
of making bread, of preparing vegetab'’es 
and a few simple desserts were taught. 
one of the favorite dishes was potato 
salad, garnished with wild strawberry 
leaves. Beaten biscuits were a curiosity 
to the mountain girls, as they are to our 
northern sisters. After one girl had been 
taught the art of making them, fifteen

In New York state a great many women 
have been benefited by the summer course 
in natural study at the School of Prac- 
tical Agriculture and Horticulture at 
Briarcliff Manor, New York. This school 
was opened to meet the demand for a 
course that would give an opportunity for 
acquiring familiarity with some of the 
practical details of farm and garden man- 
agement to those who had only a short 
time at their disposal. 

It is stated that most of the women 
attending the school came for the pur- 
pose of learning to farm their own land 
scientifically, and the others to fit them- 
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She Is Both Popular 
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selves for taking up flower raising as a 
business. One voung woman student 
made a special study of violets, which she 
intended to grow in a “‘second-hand green 
hotfse picked up for almost nothine’’ in 
a neighboring city, because its owner had 
failed to make it pay. The various 
branches of study pursued in the school 
were agriculture, horticufture, nature 
study and cold storage. 

The study of ‘cold storage” is as yet a 
novelty in the agriculture school, but ac- 


, cording to Professor Frazer, a specialist 


in that line, ‘‘the value of the small farm 
may be increased immensely by a knowl- 
edge of cold storage, which enables the 
farmer to hold fruit and vegetables over, 
if the market is too full for profit. Last 
year’s apples that brought $1.50 in the win- 
ter were worth $5 in ‘he spring. In this 
way the farmer who has studied the prob- 
lem scientifically can tide over many 
emergencies that the ordinary person 
could not meet. Of course, it is not 
enough to Know how to hold them over. 
They must be grown properly. The work 
begins in the orchard, where the trees 
must be fed for flavor, for quality and for 
keeping qualities.’’

This attitude of respect 
upon the part of the man for the wom- 
an, which seems to be universal through 
the south, makes the southern woman 
the gentle, sweet voiced creature that 
she is. I can’t imagine how angels could 
be any more layely than some of those 
southern women, and I might add that 
the only creatures, real or otherwise, 
that are comparable to them are the 
many beautiful, sweet women we have 
up here in the north.”’ :

MAUDE-COLEMAN 
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DEATH CAUSES SADNESS 
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MISS MAUDE COLEMAN WOODS, 
Tho Beautiful Young Virginian Whose Sad Death Occurred a Few 
Days Ago. 
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The death of Maude Coleman Woods 1s 
a shock not only to those who knew her 
personally, but to millions who had never 
done more than admire her picture. 
America pays her the homage in death 
that it accorded her when her beauty 
first became the theme of the artist, the 
inspiration of the poet and the tonic of 
discussion in amillion drawing. rooms. 

Unlike the furor created by other beau- 
tiful women whose’ fame was made at 


some brilliant fete, the beauty of Maude-> 


Woods burst upon the world through art 
American artist, who glimpsed her three 
years ago at her home in Virginia. The 
sketches that he made and that appeared 
in the New York papers brought instan- 
taneous fame to the young Virginia gir] 
who had posed for them, all unconscious 
that the world was to pronounce her one 
of the most beautiful of women, that 
America was to designate her as its 
fairest daughter. Pages were written of 
her in the papers, and she was the talk 
of the continent. 

Wenzell, whose women are believed tod 
be the highest type of American beauty, 
declared that there was a charm about 
Maude. Woods’ face that could not be 
analyze. Her beauty, he said, possess- 
ed the indescribable, indefinable thing 
that for want of a better word he called 
charm. He pronounced her head glori- 
ous, exquisite, perfect. Hers was a face 
that bewitched you, a face that had more 
than beauty in it. 

“T should love to paint that face,”’ ex- 
claimed William Chase, when a_ sketch 
of Miss Woods was shown him. ‘It is a 
paintable face,’’ he said at the time that 
the papers were printing half-tones. 

The other New York artists when they 
were shown photographs of Miss Woods 
exclaimed: : 

“What a beauty!"” But she does not 
known she is pretty. She is too full of in- 
nocence, tenderness and purity. She is 
entirely unconscious of her: own loveli- 
ness. That acounted, they said, for the 
dreamy sweetnes of her face. If she had 
been told that she was pretty she had 
forgotten all about it. This little maiden, 
they said, had other thoughts than of 
herself, and many dreams, too. They lin- 
gered in her eyes and about her mouth, 
and gave her the pensive air that artists 
rave over. 

One of the greatest artists said that 
she would go through life unconscious of 
her own beauty. ° 

In the ‘‘Meeting of the Innicnts,”’ that 
famous painting of Beard, a yous girl 
in all the freshness and charm of her 
youth emerges from'a-green wood. Just 
at the edge of the forest she meets a 
young fawn. It was Beard himself who 
said that Maude Woods could have posed 
for that picture. Every artist admitted 
that she*could justly be called an Amer- 
ican beauty. 

When she came south a few months 
later she was the object of universal in- 
terest. She made her first appearance in 
Birmingham, Ala., at the marriage of her 
uncle, Dr. Lewis Coleman Morris, to

As a bridesmaid, her lovely 
arms filled with American Beauties, her 
taN, slender figure enveloped in white, 
her perfect head so beautifully poised 
upon the perfect shoulders, southern gso- 
ciety first saw America’s beauty. 

Miss Woods represented the seventh 
congressional district of Virginia at the 
Atlanta reunion as maid of honor to Vir- 
ginia’s sponsor, Miss Mattie Watson, of 
Petersburg. After reaching Atlanta she 
was appointed the sponsor for the. depart- 
ment of thé Army of § Northern 
Virginia— the highest honor be- 
stowed upon any lady § from the 
south. A very beautiful badge was pre- 
sented her by the officers of the United 
Confederate Veterans’ Association to des- 
ignate the eompliment paid to her. Oceu- 
pying this position on the oceasion of the 
presentation of the sponsors and maids of 
honor to the audience of 15,000 at the 
great auditorium in Atlanta, she was the 
first lady led forward for presentation 
and the thousands of old veterans of the 
Army of Northern Virginia were called 
upon to rise and greet her as their spon- 
sor. 

The homage of America found fitting 
expression in the decision of the art com- 
mittee of the Pan-American exposition. 
Miss Woods was one of the two women, 
Maxine Elliott being the other, who were 
selected by the art committee to be the 
ideal type of American beauty. The por- 
of Miss Woods, painted by a fa- 
mous Boston artist, was made from a 
photograph for which Miss Woods sat last 
winter, which she spent in Birmingham. 
Harrison posed her for this photograph 
and it was the last for which she ever 
sat. It is probably the oniy authentic 
photograph of the hundreds that are be- 
ing printed throughout the country. 

After her selection’ by the committee of 


the Pan-American, a young Boston mil- } 


ienaire and friend of her father suggest- 
ed that Miss Woods’ regal beauty be per- 
petuated in atypical oil painting, andthe 
result was that she sat for Rene Quentin, 
a medalist of the. Paris salon and a resi- 
dent of Boston, for the American Beau- 
ties series. The picture was once slightly 
damaged by fire, but was completed last 
week. It will be included in a large col- 
lection of pictures shortly to be placed on 
exhibition in Boston. 

The portrait is decribed as’ charmingly 
depicting the rare beauty of Miss Woods. 
Over the fine blond head of the girl the 
artist has painted a palm branch tied 
with a fragment.of the American flag, 
and in the lower corner appears a ¢luster 
of American Beauty roses.

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LAW BROUGHT IN QUESTION 


Railroad Commission Asked To Say 
It Is Unconstitutional. 


IT RELATES TO CONDEMNATION 


Question Is Involved in the Case of 
the Postal Telegraph Company 
Versus Plant System. 


There was an interesting point made in 
the case of the Postal Telegraph Com- 
pany v. the Plant system, recently ar- 
gued before the railroad commission, 

Under a law passed five years ago, the 
Postal company instituteqd condemnation 
proceedings against the Savannah, Florida 
and Western railroad for the purpose of 
using a portion of the road’s right of way 
between Valdosta and Thomasville and 
between Thomasville and Albany to put 
up its poles and wires. The fight over 
the matter led to a long litigation in the 
courts in which the Postal Company won. 
Now the matter is before the railroad 
commission on a complaint by the Postal 
that the railroad would not have “is poles 
for use along the line of the road as in- 
dicated. 

In presenting the case attorneys for the 
Plant system made -the contention that 
the law relating to the condemnation and 
under which the Postal company acted 
was unconstitutional, and asked that the 
railroad commission so declare it. 

This case has caused some little ta!k 
among those who are familiar with it, and 
the question is being asked as to how a 
body created by the legislature can de- 
clare unconstitutional an act which the 
legislature has passed.- The case has not 
yet been concluded before the commission, 
but it is predicted in some quarters that 
whatever may be the commission's de- 
cision in the case itself, it will not in anv 
event pass upon the constitutionality of 
the condemnation law about which the 
issue has been raised. It is expected that 
the matter will again go before the courts 
on this issue.

It was a time when men drank 
hard, made love in free and careless fash- 
ion, fought duels and feared not death, 
and Mr: Faversham showed himself last 
night to be as generous a friend to the 
oppressed, as indifferent to death and as 
rollicking in life as any actor who ever 
mouthed his lines and swaggered: across 
the stage in a. gaudy slashed doublet. 

‘I must confess that I did not find him 
at all convincing. 

“The play itself is lacking in atmosphere 
and its comedy is as nuerile as Mr. Faver- 
sham’s method in playing it. 

“Miss Julia Opp reeeived a hearty wel- 
come on her first entrance, and then did 
nothing with great industry and sincerity. 
She is not to be blamed for this, but rath- 
er pitied for having such a worthless part. 

“Frankly .speakine I @o not think the 
New. York public. will go to see ‘A Royal 
Rival,” inor do I think that Mr. Faver- 
sham wiil make any real headway in hig 
starring venture until he makes himself 
known in some modern part of the kind in 
whith’ most of his recent successes have 
been won.” 

William Winter criticises most severe- 
ly the players and the piece, ‘‘a new play 
upon an old subject.’”’ The old subject 
is the story, not historic but fanciful, of 
a contention between Charles II, king 
of Spain (1661 to 1700), and Don Caesar de 
Bazan, an impoverished nobleman, for the

ultimately victorious. The new play has 
been made by Mr. Gerald du Maurter, 
son of the admired and lamented artist 
who wrote “Trilby.”

There was no need of a new play on the 
subject, however, and the new play will 
not discredit the old one. The character 
of the Don, it will be remembered, 0oc- 
eurs in Victor Hugo’s “Ruy Blas.”’ In 
the. new version there is nothing original 
unless it be verbiage and a bit of silly 
melodrama with a pistol. The piece has 
bécome a semi-musical, semi-saltatory 
“entertainment’’—song and dance inter- 
spersed with dialogue; the fabric of a 
sparkling theatrical intrigue twisted into 
a mediey; a second-hand frolic, and the 
stale echo of a good jest. 

The tiresome contemporary practice of 
doing over again, “for Cowes and a mar- 
ket,’’ work that has already been well 
done by men of talent to whom theif 
modernizing adapters are the mere pig- 
mies of mercenary traffic is aptly illus- 
trated in this instance. Mediocrity of 
every kind prevails and in theatrical life 
scarce anybody touches anysubject except 
with the single purpose to squeeze money 
out of it. One by one all the old themes 
are seizéd and scrunched in this deadly 
mill of popular experimentation and com- 
mercial barter.

GUERRY AT CURETON SPRINGS 


Stopped Over in Atlanta Yesterday 
on His Return from Coweta 
County. 


Hon. Dupont Guerry, of Macon. stopped’ 


in Atlanta a short while yesterday on his 
way home after having made a speech at 
Curéton Springs Tabernacle, in Coweta 
county, on Friday. : 

Mr. Guerry said he was very much 
pleased with his reception. He said he 
regarded the crowd and the day as good 
arguments for prohibition people: behav- 
ing as well as if at church. Theré-were 
no ‘signs of. drunkenness or. liquor. he 
said, in the prohibition county of Cow- 
eta. 

Mr. Guerrv’s speech was largely on the 
line heretofore purgued, but more at 
length. In speaking of the condition of 
the treasury he said that “to cut down 
as suggested appropriations for confed- 
erate veterans and widows and for edu- 
cation and other worthy causes, even if 
hecessary, would be a hardship not only. 
On the beneficiaries of such appropria- 
tions, but on all-the people of the state 
under the circumstances.”’

The first, if not the only thing nec- 


essary to be done,”’ he said, ‘ig to in- 
crease our income, not by increasing the 
burden of taxatfon on those who are 
now paying their share of the taxes, but 
upon those who are not.

“Payment by them of their just shares

Selves) that if the valuation of the prop- 
erty of that company was fixed in its 
returns as high as three-fourths its val- 
ue, Or as natural persons gave in their 
property on the average, according to the 
Statement of assets and Habilities in 
Poors’ Manual, the company would be 
paying in state, county and municipal 
tax $20,000 per annum. more than the 
company is paying now. 

Referring to Mr. Turner, he said he did 
not regard him as a candidate and spoke 
of him in most complimentary terms. 

He called attention, however, to the

Mr. Guerry then exclaimed, with great 
earnestness: ‘‘The Savannah Press dis- 
counts the strength of the cause of pro- 
hibition in Georgia and disparages the 
independence and manhood of its ad- 
herents. 

“It is the cause of public and personal 
morality. of purity in the elective fran- 
chise and in legislation; the cause of im- 
partial governmental administration in

SCIENTIFIC AND INDUSTRIAL 


Humane Capital. 


There is a very humane side to cap- 
ital. Occasionally large money is apt to 
make a little man, especially if only in- 
berited. Many of our millionaires are 
self-made, and while in some cases the 
architecture is not strictly “‘good form,”’ 
yet in the main these millionaires are 
manly men. It is only when these mil- 
lions combine and select some cruel, 
shrewd and selfish brute to manage the 
combination that individuality is lost and 
personal sympathy is stagnated by lack 
of personal contact. There the man 
merges into the trust and the trust is 
there solely as a money maker. A pecu- 
liar condition of affairs recently existed 
at Fall River, Mass., a great cotton mill 
town of New England. Most of the mills 
there are in combination or trust—a trade 
condition sometimes to make money by 
crushing men. This combination resolv- 
ed to reduce wages, claiming that at ex- 
isting rates the mills were making a sur- 
plus of goods for which there was no 
market. 

Now, in Fall River there is one M. C. 
D. Borden—a large mill owner, a multi- 
millionaire—who has made his millions by 
his humanity to his men, virtually 
sharing his prosperity with them. He 
would not go into the combine; insisted 
that the state of trade did not justify 
cutting wages. He went further, and 
quietly bought up the so-called unmar- 
ketable surplus of the combined mills 
and forced them to resume at increased 
instead of cut wages, as they intended. 
By this humane and no less businesslike 
course Mr. Borden not only protected his 
own and all other mill employees in Fall 
River, but as that city is a controlling 
center, Mr. Borden has actually raised 
the daily wage of millions of mill opera- 
tives the world over. We can scarcely 
compute the immense money value daily 
accruing to those who need it so much, 
by* this broad, businesslike philanthropy 
of M. C. D. Borden. I say businesslike 
philanthropy, for*it is not claimed to be 
anything like charity. Mr. Borden has 
by practical experiment and success dem- 
onstrated that it is sound business to 
be honest with his employees, to pay 
them equitable wages, never to make a 
pretext of slack times to cut wages; bftt 
rather he is always willing to do more 
than~his part in carrying his men over 
slack times. M. C. D. Borden is the most 
prosperous cotton mill owner in the Unit- 
ed States, and his philanthropic treat- 
ment of his employees must be solid bus- 
iness. It is a grand idea to endow uni- 
versities, build libraries and erect grand 
monuments for tne uplifting of humanity, 
and no praise is too great for such bene- 
factors; but it looks to me that protect- 
ing the pay and promoting the comfort 
of millions of labofing people is more 
of a present benefaction. M. C. D. Bor- 
den certainly and continuously is doing 
more for the material welfare of more 
people than any other man in this coun- 
try, or several of them bunched. It is 
certainly true that he gives substantial 
sustenance where most needed. He is a 
very strong friend of the very weak and 
a grand,*living example of a prosperous 
protector ot the wage earner. 

The Wealth of Manchuria. 

Saturday Evening Post: The Russians 
expect much from the coal, tron and oth- 
er minerals of Manchuria. «There has 
never been a geological survey of the 
country, although it is known to be rich. 


There are vast deposits of coal, both an- 
thracite and bicuminous, in the hills 
about Mukden, which need only this road 
to give them an outlet to the sea. Asa 
steaming coal it is better than the Japan- 
ese and equal to the best of the English 
and American coals. At present the coal 
is carried over the country in rude Chi- 
nese carts, a ton and a half at a load. 
The mines are operated by the natives, 
and that in such a rude way that the 
coal costs $3.50 a ton at the pit’s mouth.

Polish for Furniture. 

In the ordinary use the best 
spolish for furniture is a mixture 
of equal quantities of turpentine and par- 
affin oil. This should be rubbed on with 
a woolen cloth, the surface being polish- 
ed with a soft woolen cloth and finally 
with a piece of soft Hnen. 


Plumbing Is Easily Clogged. 

There are three things 
are particularly ba‘ for plurnb- 
ing—lint, hair and grease. Do not 
use cleaning cloths or dish cloths after 
they become so worn that they shed lint. 
Be careful not to have any grease pour- 
ed into the kitchen sink. Once a month 
at least pour two quarts or more of 
strong hot lye into the kitchen:sink, first 
having made the pipes hot by a generous 
flushing with hot water. After waiting 
ten minutes follow the lye with a plen- 
tiful supply of hot water. Use a pound 
of sal-soda or a pound can of potash in 
making the lye. 


Moth Essence. 

Moth Essence is made by mixing to- 
gether one quart of alcohol, one ounce 
each of carbolic acid crystals and cam-

The oftener the plaster is treated in this 
way the mora beautiful the finish will be.

The casts may be soaked in 
the oil for a day or more, but they must 
be kept in a dry place for a long time to

Eolian Weather Prophecy. 

From The Literary Digest: 
sound made by the wind as 
it passes through telegraph or 
telephone wires is a familiar one to 
many, but probably few people have 
thought that tho variations in pitch of 
that sound might foretell changes in the 
weather,”’ says The Western Electrician. 
“Yet this is the curious discovery that is 
credited to a German physician, Dr. Ey- 
dam. As this gentleman was waiting for 
a train at a country gtation the shrill 
sound of the wind passing through the 
telegraph wires near by reminded ot 
that he had frequently heard a similar 
sound either immediately before or after 
a storm or a heavy fall of rain or snow. 
and it naturally occurred to him to try 
and ascertain whether there was any 
connection’ between the sound and such 
changes in the weather. As a heavv 
shower ‘of rain fell within forty-eight 
hours after he had heard the sound at 
the railroad station, he concluded that 
there was such a connection, and he then 
determined to investirate the matter 
thoroughly. As a résult the physician 
now maintains, first, that any unusual 
disturbances in the telegraph wires is an 
infallible indicator of bad weather, and, 
second, that the nature of the changes 
in the atmfosphere may be learned from 
the sound which the wind makes when 
passing through the wires. Thus, a deep 
sound. he says, which is of considerable 
or medium strength, indicates that there 
will be slight showers of rain, with mod- 
erate winds, withtn from thirty to fortv- 
eight hours, and, on the other hand, a 
sharp, shrill sound is the sure token of a 
heavy storm, which will be accompanied 
by much rain or snow. The physician's 
great discovery can probably be easily ex- 
plained by a study of the expansion and 
contraction of metal wires as affected by 
the barometric changes in the at- 
mosphere.”’ 


CULLINGS FROM CONSULS. 
Boat-Stopping Apparatus in Norway. 


United States Consul Victor E. Nelson, 
at Bergen, wrices: A resident of Sweden, 
Count K. A. Posse, has invented a boat 
stopping apparatus which will prevent 
collisions and facilitate the maneuvering 
of large vessels. 

Recent experiments have been made on 
a steam launch accommodating 160 per- 
sons, with an engine of 30 indicated 
horsepower, making 9 Knots an hour. 

The new apparatus consists of shutters, 
applied on the starboard and port sides, 
about one-fourth of a boat length from 
the stern. These can be opened and shut 
by means of a lever applied.on the deck 
and-placed so as to be easily maneuvered 
by the helmsman. The shutters consist 
of two quadrilateral steel plates, with 
special packing boxes in the _ so-called 
shutter houses. Experiments showed that 
when the launch was going full speed it 
could be stopped in fifteen seconds at half 
a boat length by reversing and extending 
the shutters. ' 

The apparatus may be applied to any 
steamer. The invention has been patent- 
ed in all the leading countries.

New Methods of Packing Butter for 
Shipment. 


Consul Hughes, of Coburg, sends the 
following description of a new method of 
a butter tor long shipments: 

A light wooden :- case or box is 
lined thoroughly at the bottom and sides 
with a layer of plaster of paris one-fourth 
of an inch thick, on which common glass 
Slabs, with their edges fastened together 
by gummed paper, so as to make a per- 
fect fitting box, are placed. In this box 
butter is placed, packed in good 
waterproof paper, in 10-pound packages. 
The glass top is then put on and sealed 
carefully with gummed paper bands, so 
as to make the box air-tight. A one- 
fourth inch layer of plaster of paris is 
then put over this and the wooden cover 
nailed. on. Each of the cases is made to 
contain about 200 pounds of butter. The 
plaster of paris being a non-conductor, 
very little heat reaches the butter, which 
arrives at its destination in good con- 
dition. The consul is, informed that very 
successful results have been obtained by 
shipping butter packed in this manner 
from elbourne. to, Kimberley—rather a 
severe test. ; 


New German Veneer. 


Consul Hughes, of Coburg, says that a 
Dresden firm has placed on the German 
market a thin wooden veneer known as 
‘‘Kolumbusholz.’’ Tne veneer is backed 
with a thick, impregnated paper and 
comes in rolls 2 meters (66.6 feet) long 
and about 1% meters (4.92 feet) wide. 
When dry it is verv strong and hard. It 
is nailed to wooden strips on. the walls 
and has the appearance of handsomely 
finished wainscoting. The veneer is also 
shown mounted on very heavy paper or 
paper mats pressed into different shapes, 
such as molding for doors, windows, etc. 
Light artistic emects may also be ob- 
tained in window frames and the like. 
The prices quoted are from 30 to 50 per 
cent cheaper than for the all-wood article 
in use at the present time.
